Mr. Hick stated that it was nor- 
|mal for the cruiser to travel from 
1,700 to 2,400 miles inside the town 
limits each month and added that 
}it was in operation 24 hours per 
| day. During December, it had tray- 
elled 2,043 miles he said. He noted 
that during that month 276-and- 
| nine-tenths gallons of gasoline had 
been purchased but 42 gallons had 
been used in a private car doing 
police work outside the town, such 
as returning prisoners from Toron- 
to, ete. This would leaye 234-and- 
six tenths gallons for the cruiser’s 
use which would show an average 
mileage of nine miles to the gal- 
lon, Deputy-reeve Hick said that 
the bill for gasoline and oil had 
totalled $124.72 during December 
put in the previous month had been 
$134.24. and no one noted it. He 
also stated that the low for any 
month was in July when the cost 
was only $43.20. He explained that 
because of the amount of electrical 
equipment now on the cruiser, that 
it was necessary to keep the motor 
running in order to keep the bat- 
| tery charged, He concluded by say- 
ing that If it was council's desire 
to have the town policed, the cruls- 
er would have to cover the 34 miles 
of streets as often as possible. 

Mayor Lamb, observing. that he 
had driven a taxi in Lindsay for 30 
years, voiced his objections to 
these costs and stated that he saw 
no reason for the cruiser to he left 
idling and stated, that this was

Reeve Richard Butler told fellow 
councillors Monday night, that the 
town’s consulting engineers, Proctor, 
Redfern and Laughlin, are now 
“trying to cover themselves up” 
regarding the matter of Lindsay's 
Sewage Disposal Plant which has 
been frozen over since early in De- 
cember. Reeve Butler added that 
“They are not going to get away 
with it.” 

The above remarks were called 
forth when Town Clerk W. R. Allely, 
at a regular meeting of the Lindsay 
Town Council on Monday evening, 
read a letter from Mr. Fellows, one 
of the firm’s engineers, listing the 
precautions to be taken when the 
plant was to be shut down during 
the winter. Mr. Allely noted that 
the letter was dated January 17th, 
six weeks after the plant was frozen 
over. Reeve Butler observed that 
“it was funny that they would come 
around at this time of the year to 
make these suggestions.” He was 
of the opinion that the engineer 
should have been on hand in De- 
cember when the plant broke down. 

Later in the meeting a letter was 
read from Mr. Redfern stating that 
arangements were being made to 
haye the pumps at Colborne Street 
repaired immediately. s 

Lindsay's Sewage Disposal plant 
was still not operating Monday 
afternoon. At a meeting of Council 
last month, Reeve Richard Butler, 
chairman of the Board of Works, 
announced, following queries by 
Ald. Cote, that the plant was not 
operating and the settling tank was 
frozen. Since then the situation has 
not been rectified. 

A visit to the site, Monday, re- 
vealed that the settling tank was 
still frozen, the stirring arm was 
still bent and the pumps at Colborne 
Street were still out. The caretaker 
states that when the pumps quits 
early in the winter, the engineer, 
Mr, Fellows, left instructions that 
the agistator or stirring arm was 
to be kept going to prevent the 
settling tank from freezing. One 
morning, says the caretaker, he 
came to work to see the tank frozen 
and the agitator still running with 
a warp in it. The pumps, of course 
are still in the process of being 
repaired and hence the plant is shut 
down, 

The caretaker still has to oper- 
ate a coal-fed boiler to keep the 
digester at the proper temperature 
however. When the plant is operat- 
ing normally, gas from the digester 
operates a heater which in turn 
supplies heat to the boiler for the 
digester and the rest of the building. 
Presently, however it is necessary 
for this boiler to be heated with 
coal.

When the “U" turn was prohibited at Cambridge 
and Kent Streets it may have added to the safety at 
this intersection but it did nothing to improve con- 
ditions further along the street. It merely moved the 
“U” turn further west thereby creating a new hazard 
at an already hazardous point. Motorists now drive 
past Cambridge St. and make the “U" turn at Victoria 
Ave. with the result that pedestrians and motorists 
approaching this intersection haye to be on the look- 
out for the driver who is about to execute this man- 
oeuver. Besides having to be on the watch for trains, 
section lorries, and ordinary traffic they have to try 
and keep an eye on “U” turning drivers. This task 
is not simple because they invariably fail to indicate 
what they intend to do and this makes it necessary to 
try and guess at their intentions—a dangerous game 
motor vehicles are concerned. Take for ex- 
ample, the driver of a car tailing a car west along 
Kent St. The driver ahead reaches the corner of Vic- 
toria and starts to veer northward. The driver following 
at first assumes the ahead is about to go up 
Victoria and starts to draw ahead. Just as he has 
brought his car almost. even with the tail of the lead

car 


car, the lead car swerves sharply to the left. If the 
streets are icy it isn’t hard to picture the result. 
It is doubtful if “U" turns are a worthwhile risk 


on any main thoroughfare for all the gas and time 
it takes to go around the block, Certainly a railway 
crossing on a busy main thoroughfare at the foot of 
a grade doesn't seem like the place to tolerate them 
even on an experimental basis. Will it take a serious 
accident to arouse the authorities to the need for 
action at this point? 


ANNUAL REPORTS BECOME 
INTERESTING READING 

There was a time, not s0 many years ago, when 
the average person regarded an annual report of any 
organization as something dull and: uninteresting to 
examine unless one had money invested. Even then 
searching out the basic facts concerning a firm’s op- 
eration was often a complicated procedure, unlikely 
to hold the attention longer than was absolutely 
necessary. However, this day has passed and’ many 
companies are now going to great lengths to make the 
presentation of their annual reports easy to interpret 
and interesting to ee any person to examine, 

The Dominion Bank, a branch’ of which is located 
in Lindsay, is among these enterprising organizations 
which are taking pride in presenting handsomely pre- 
pared annual reports. The 81st report of this bank 
is turned out In a multi-color cover which invites closer 
inspection. Leafing through the inner pages one finds 
them abundantly illustrated with pictures of the bank’s 
executive staff as well as photos of several new branches 
and illustrations to bring home feature points in the 
president’s and general manager's remarks. 

The keynote in the president’s report to the bank’s 
shareholders might well be considered to have been 
sounded when he stated: “The fact Is all of us, gov- 
ernment and citizens, tax collectors and tax payers 
alike, must “cut our coats according to our cloth”. 
Otherwise the continuation of inflation will remain a 
near certainty.” 


WHY DON’T THEY DO SOMETHING 
PRACTICAL ABOUT IT ? 

Eyer since the regulations governing the purchase 
of automobiles were stiffened by the government 
several months ago there has been widespread dis- 
satisfaction within the industry. The government was 
accused of putting a serious crimp in trade and re- 
ports of cars piling up at the factory and on storage 
lots were rampant. However, even though the in- 
dustry was reportedly hard-hit by the move, there has 
not been any indication that it was considering doing 
anything to cope with the situation other than directing 
a barrage of propaganda towards Ottawa, 

There has long heen a need in Canada for a low- 
priced car which would come within the purchasing 
power of Mr. and Mrs, Average Citizen. This need has 
never been met and it has always been something of 
a mystery why the automobile industry has never 
taken up the challenge, especially since terms of pur- 
chase on the higher-priced machines has made them 
out of bounds for the person of average means. 

Why doesn’t the automotive industry do something 
practical about the present situation such as turn out, 
a car which could gell at a price within the reach of 
the majority of people? Such a car would be weleomed 
albeit the highways might become a great deal more 

. congested than they already are. However, that would 
be a secondary problem and one for which there would 
likely be found a satisfactory solution. 


EDUCATED FOR WHAT ? 

It used to be remarked of a person who was known 
to have attended school for sometime, even to the 
point of having obtained a degree from university, that 
he (or she) was very well educated. These people were 
regarded as a little above the average run of flesh and 
blood because they were well versed in academic sub- 
jects. Nowadays, however, {t is not such a rarity to 
be among the ‘very well educated” class as countless 
thousands enter high schools and universities across 
the country. Lots of people are being well educated 
these days but for what purpose? 

Higher learning, it would appear, has its place in 
the scheme of things and no one will deny that It is 
a good thing to be “very well educated” but one thing 
the educationisis are overlooking today is the need 
for educating people in skills required to earn a livell- 
hood. Too much emphasis is being placed on the 
academic side of the public and high school curriculums 
and not sufficient on practical training. Most youths 


leave school with a headful of learning which, they 
find to their amazement makes them useful to no one, 
They must, they Jearn, now get some _ practical 
training to enable them to make a living... a thing

TIME TO RETRENCH 

This is the time of year when civic budgets are 
prepared—the time of the year when tax rates are 
atruck, 

It is an important time of the year; and this year, 
in particular, jt is most important. 

Increase in municipal tax rates are inevitable if 
communities are Lo progress; but there is a very defin- 
ite limitation to tax rates, 

They can reach the point where municipal taxation 
ig not only a financial burden, but it can also discourage 
residential and other building. 

It may be true that taxation on real estate has 
not increased in proportion to living costs, but it: is 
pretty hard to convince a person whose taxes have 
jumped 40 or 50 per cent in the last decade or less 
that he is still getting off lightly, as compared with 
other costs.—St. Thomas Times-Journal 


MUST PROTECT CANADIAN LABOR 

Unless Canadian government policies are careful, 
tariffs on goods imported from Japan are going to be 
too low to protect the interests of Canadian workers. 

Believers in free trade as an economic theory will 
not go to the extent of arguing that the plan should 
be carried in practice to the point of admitting to 
Canada the products of workers paid a few cents per 
hour—as is the case of Japan. 

Remember, these Japanese workers have available 
the same machines and tools with which to produce 
as are at the disposal of the Canadian workers. They 
have, or can develop, the same skill. The difference 
between them is that the Japanese workers is paid a 
pittance, while his Canadian competitors have a decent 
standard of living. 

There are plenty of interests In Canada eager to 
exploit the cheap labor of Japan. There are importers 
who would like to handle Japanese goods. There are 
consumers who do not care what happens to Canadian 
workers, if they can buy goods:a little more cheaply. 

Unless Canadian workers take a sfand about all 
this they need scarcely be surprised to experience un- 
employment, unless they are willing. to take such cuts 
in wages as will permit them to compete with Japan.

MEN, NOT SHEEP . 

[ere is a new light on the operation of the “big 
lie.” Dr. Solomon H. Asch of Swarthmore recently 
reported experiments with several hundred students 
which help explain how the totalitarians have had so 
much success in making people believe that black is 
white. . 

These experiments showed only rare individuals 
able to make independent judgments and maintain 
them against mass opinion. The tests were as simple 
as judging whether two lines were of equal length. Dr. 
Asch arranged for seven out of eight students in a 
group to give the wrong answer. One-third of the time 


the eighth student—or “goat’—would agree, contrary 


to the obvious fact. 

When tested alone the “goat” always gave the 
right answer. It was also found that if even one of 
the first seven responded correctly the “goat” almost 
always did, too, Some individuals always went with the 
crowd, and a few consistently retained their indepen- 
dence of judgment. Some ‘‘goats’---or should they be 
called sheep—wouldn’t buck the opinion of even three 
other persons. 


There is more hat one moral in this story. One | 


certainly underscores the necessity for every indivi- 
dual to cultivate independent judgment. The second 
emphasizes the value of letting dissident opinion be 
heard. Plainly it is not only in the totalitarian coun- 
(ries that the human mind shows itself vulnerable to 
the big lie. Surely, though, man—if he realizes even 
partially his birthright as the son of the all- knowing 
God—will not.be made to play the role of goat or 
sheep.—The Christian Science Monitor 


RAKISH HATS FOR CIVIL DEFENCE 

Canada's Civil Defence programme hag fallen flat 
on its face, 

Despite the distribution of tons of civil defence 
literature; despite the fact that Hon. Paul Martin 
has talked himself hoarse; despite a succession of 
press and radio releases from Government publicity 
agencies — Canada remains as vulnerable to air or 
atomle attack now as it was before the drive began. 

The reason, of course, ig fundamentally that Can- 
adians do not believe in the imminence of World War 
Il. If they were convinced it was coming within the 
next year or two, interest in obtaining flre-fighting 
equipment, stocking cellars with food in containers 
proof against atomic contamination, and bottling up 
emergency water supplies, would be a lot greater than 
it is at present. 

And yet, as the Government points out, the state 
of the world over the past many years Is such ‘that 
insurance against another war ts as essential as fire 
insurance on a home, People don’t really expect 
their homes to burn, but they provide financial pro- 
tection against that happening. Civil defence precau- 
tions are a sort of insurance that every home in a 
centre of concentrated population, should carry. 

Just what is done to make people defence-minded 
Is a question that has the Government worried. Boys 
who join the Boy Scout organization quickly learn its 
“Be Prepared” motto. Some such adult slogan that 
will be followed seems to be required. 

tlowever, a new try is going to be made and the 
essence of it is likely to be an attempt to make service 
in a civil defence corps glamorous, It is even possible 
that a modern uniform, achieving certain rakish head- 
gear effects, will be devised. —Orillia Packet and Times

The Brown Creeper 


Have you seen the little Brown 
Creeper? This 
sprite, which is varied with ashy | 
gray stripes and small, lozenge 
shaped gray mottles is grayish 
white beneath and has a slender 
curving bill, It is a little smaller 
than the English Sparrow and a 
winter resident here. 

This industrious little worker is 
the very embodiment of virtuous 
deligence, It is never found far 
from the nuthatches, titmice and | 
kinglets, though not strictly in 
their company, for he 1s a rather, 
solitary bird. Possibly he repels 
them by being too exasperatingly 
conscientious, 

Beginning at the bottom of a 
rough-barked tree (for a smooth 
bark conceals no larvae) the creeper 
silently climbs upward in a sort of 
spiral, now lost to sight on the 
opposite side of the tree, then re- 
appearing Just where he is expected 
to, flitting back a foot or two, per-

If 
there {s too mich snow on the up- 
per side of a branch, watch how he 
runs along underneath it like a 
fly, busily tapping the bark, or 
adroltly breaking the decayed bits 
with his bill, as he searches for 
the spider's eggs, larvae, etc., hid- 
den there; yet somehow, between 
mouthfulls, managing to call out 
his cherry quank! quank! hank! 
hank!, 

These little birds are a trifle 
smaller than the English Sparrow.

In an economic status the Nut- 
hatch is one of the most useful 
birds. Although it pays much at- 
tention to forest, trees it often com- 
es to orchard and shade trees and 
as a member of the company, which 
examines with microscopic eyes 
every part of the winter tree trunks 
for insects it consumes great 

quantities of pests, in adult, egg, 
or Jarval stages. 

The name Nuthatch is derived 
from their habit of wedging nuts 
and other hard food into crevices 
apd “hatching” or hacking them 
until an entrance is made. 

Though capable of considerable 
excavating in wood or bark they 
do not use their powers to delve 
deeply into trees; but as a rule 
content themselves with flaking off 
the loose bark scales and searching 
the open cavities and seams. 


‘Snowy Owl - 


Sunderland (PNS) --To see a large, 
hornless owl, pure white, or white, 
\sharply barred with black, is to have | ' 
observed the Snowy Owl. 

This is a winter visitor in the 
settled parts of Canada, It-frequents 
frozen marshes-and lake shores and- 
is essentially a bird of the open. 

Usually the birds that come from. 
the north are heavily marked ju- 
yeniles, but ‘occasionally flights 
occur in which the very white and 
almost unspotted adults are in the 
majority. It is thought that pro- 
bably the juveniles are naturally 
greater wanderers than the adults 
which migrate far from their home 
grounds, only when driven out by 
a scarcity of food.

Were it not that this owl comes 
down into civilization after most of 
our birds have left, it might do 
serious damage in taking them as 
game. 

Though, a big and powerni bird 
feeding largely on ptarmigan and 
rabbit in its native north country, 
comparatively few complaints aré 
substantiated against it when it 
comes south during migration.

Marjorie W. Sandolzer of the Bur- 
eau’s Fire Protection Service. She 
tested strips of the brush-rayon 
material cut from a maroon sweat- 
er. A two-by-five strip of mater- 
ial ignited on the fleecy side went 
up in flames in less than a sec-! 
ond. And Dr. Sandlozer estimated 
that a whole sweater would disen- 
tegrate in flames in less than five 
seconds,

Town Planning 
Contentious 
Issue 


(Reprint Orillia News-Letter) 

A matter of far-reaching tmpor- 
tance which is to come up soon is 
the new town planning by-law 


‘which has been given first and 


second reading. Before it is to be 
given third and final reading the 
Ontario Municipal Board is expected 
to hold a hearing in town to give 
ratepayers an opportunity of ex- 
pressing any complaints. 

It has been recommended that 
copies of the by-law be provided to 
every ratepayer in town so that 
none will be able to say he didn't 
know of the proposed regulations 
once they become effective. As 
they now stand the regulations 
provide for such things as placing 
a limit on new buildings in the 
business district to three storeys, 
prohibit sale of residential lots of 
Jess than 50 foot frontage and 
require homes to be constructed 
certain distances apart and certain 
distances back from the street lines. 
It has been suggested these regula- 
tions should not apply to existing 
buildings or go beyond haying new 
bulldings in line with other build- 
ings on built-up streets. 

Purpose of town planning is to 
regulate future growth and develop- 
ment of the town and to see that 
buildings are-well back from street 
lines so that roads can be extended 
if necessary and to make adequate 
provision for schools, parks and 
other such places, The recommend- 


ations involve town purchase of 
properties for park sites, parking 
lots and school sites, all desirable 
things but if acted up at once would 
require a great deal of financing at 
a time when municipal costs are | 
high and bonded debt at an all- 
time peak, 

The proposed regulations, as they 
now stand, would forbid homes to 
be constructed inside the town of 
less than 600 square feet, in other 
words a 30 by 20 building. In some 
areas the limit is 700 square feet 
and others it is 850. There were 
other similar regulations which are 
almost certain of stirring some 
ratepayers. 

If and when the by-law is passed 
the Ontario Planning Act, as a- 
mended in 1949, makes {t a legal 
instrument to be used by council 
and planning poeta. direct new 
growth of the town. Section 12 of 
this act states: . 

“Where an official plan ts in ef- 
fect, no public work shall be under- 
taken and no by-laws passed for 
any purpose that does not conform 
herewith.” 

In short once such a plan is adop- 
ted there is no turning back without 
a lot of red tape so that it should 
be very carefully considered from 
all angles before being made effec- 
tive. The question of whether pro- 
posd regulations would tie up de- 
velopment with too much red tape 
is one for ratepayers to consider, 
Certainly there is much good in the 
plan but there aren't a few regulat- 
ions which could be obstacles dis- 
couraging much building and ex- 
pansion. The general public can 
hardly be expected to be enthusias-

Defense Mechanism in Non-Organio 
Ailments 

Patients and physicians are now 
realizing that the brain controls 
the body, but that the body con~ 
trols the brain at times they are 
not as willing to admit, As a matter 
of fact, the brain and body are one 
and so any part of the brain can 
affect body reactions and any part 
of the body can affect the brain and 
its emotional reactions. 


Parents know that at times their 


youngster may feign illness because | 


he doesn’t want to go to school 
for some reason; at other times 
when really sick and receiving at- 
tention from everybody, he will 
continue to complain of symptoms 
after he is completely well. It would 
seem that many of these children, 
when grown up, continue to use 
real or feigned illness as a “defense 
mechanis to avoid responsiblity. 

In New York State Medical Jour- 
nal, Dr. Alfred Blazer, New York 
City, states that the commonest 
neurotic personality of our time 
uses this defense mechanism as 
his way of life. Unlike the normal 
pers 
constructive manner. He holds on 
to his illness and gets well too slow- 
ly or refuses to recognize that he 
is getting well, because illneess is 
his main asset in coping with 
people, situations and his attitude 
toward himself, Such a person is 
not aware of this weakness or in- 
adequacy in his make-up. He is not 
a malingerer who wants consciously | 
to be ill for certain gains. 

All overnervous or neurotic, as 
well as normal persons, want emo- | 
tional security and satisfaction. If, 
when young, they have been unable | 
to obtain security and satisfaction 
{m the ordinary or usual ways, they 
develop methods of obtaining them 
by “enjoying poor health.” | 

In the treatment of the psychoso- | 
matic (mind and emotions control- | 
ling body actions), Dr. Blazer states | 


that successful treatment depends 


upon the relation which the psy- | 
or | 


chiatrist or other physician 
technician permits the patient to} 
have with him. “With the psychia- | 
trist or other helper in treatment, | 
the patient does not have to be| 
a submissive worm or a destructive | 
steamroller. He can learn to ex- 
press his resentment when necessary | 
and later to the rest of the world.” | 
The psychiatrist or other therapist | 
(one giving treatment) must feel 
the patient’s mood and respond to 
it in a healing way. By careful ex- 
amination and questioning, the 
patient learns to see himself as he | 
really is -free of organic disease - | 
and therefore in fit condition to | 
face his responsibilities in life

Preventative Health Treatment For | 
The Elderly | 

Now that 20 full years have been | 
added to the fe span during the | 
past 50 years there is, as stated 
often before, a very large number 
of men and women past 50 years of | 
age.

The Family Physician and Cancer 

T have written before of the three 
middle-aged women who, because 
of lumps on their breasts, thought 
| they had cancer. They refused to 
consult their physician, however, 
because, if cancer were present, lt 
would upset some long-laid plans 


for the entire family. During the | 


| months that they were following 
| these plans, these three women 
spent days and nights of mental 
torture, but, like all wives and mo- 
thers, they had {!n mind only the 
happiness of the family, Returning 
home and consulting their physician 


| and specialist they found that the 


lumps in the breast were simply 
enlarged milk glands and as such 
were perfectly harmless. 

Because the Cancer Societies of 
the United States and Canada know 
thet early cancer is curable and 
late cancer is not, they have asked 
all physicians to be cancer con- 
scious and not delay treatment in 
suspicious cases, Some men and 
women of cancer age, however, feel 
that physicians and health writers 
are causing many to develop can- 
cerphobia (fear of cancer). 

Tt might be well to repeat the 
statement of Dr, Donald V. True- 
blood in General Practice Olinic 
some months ago. 

“The great effort instituted and 
sponsored by the American Cancer 
Society some year ago for the pur- 
pose of education the public regard- 
ing iffe early signs and symptoms 
of the possibility of cancer being 
present have borne fruit (maybe a 
few phobias). ‘The people who have 
been educated by this enterprise, 
if intelligent, have contacted their 
family physician Immediately, even 
though they may not have had any 
of the signs and symptoms describ- 
ed, but because they would like to 
have a complete examination to 
assure themselves that no evidence 
of this dread disease is present. A 
few that may develop phobias pro- 
bably need examination aa much as 
the others. After they have heen 
essured in a kindJy manner, with- 
out oriticism, that nothing oan be 
found, they are usually definitely 
relieved and content,” 

Because there {s so much written 
about cancer, and rightly so as jt 
kills off so many useful men and 
women in the prime of life, patients 
are naturally asking what may seem 
like foolish questions of their phy- 
siclans. Should the patient present 
@ symptom or sign of which he has 
heard or read, the family doctor will 
not only investigate that symptom 
but do extensive studies for other 
clues that might be reveallng. This 
might mean laboratory studies and 
x-ray examinations. 

Even if no sign or sypmtom of 
cancer is present, the family phy- 
siclan usually advises a yearly ex- 
amination,

Scientists studying control of in- 
sect pests by natural means believe 
| birds do as much as anyone to keep 
the pests under. The scientists say 
! birds prey on the larvae of the 
codling moth in Nova Scotia. And 
that naturally helps thin the rinks | 
of the moth. 
| Department of Agriculture offi- | 
| cers examined thirty-nine orchards 
in Nova Scotia during November- 
and they found birds had destroyed | 
Jover half the larvae in eight of 
| them, 

The scientists also discovered that 
the further an orchard is from 
woodland, the less protection it’s 
likely to get from the birds.

Frost Blames Ottawa 
For Housing Shortage 


Toronto Jan, 31 (BUP) --Premler 
Leslie Frost has laid the blame for 
Ontario’s housing shortage on the 
shoulders of Federal Government 
officials. 

Frost has called on the Federal 
Government to ease credit restric- 
tions on housing and to make things 
easier for the private home builder. 

The premier's statement comes 
after he conferred with Resources 
Minister Robert Winters and with 
other provincial cabinet ministers.

|Gray Fox Shot 
‘In Welland Co. 


| Toronto—The “strangely colour- 
| ed” fox shot recently in Bertie 
Township, Welland County, accor- 
ding to a report received here 
|from Department of Lands and 
| Forests, Alymer Office, has been | 
| identified aS a gray fox, a spec- 
ies seldom found in Ontario. Hard 
on the heels of this report, Con- 
servation Officer Muma, Chippawa 
area, advised that a gray fox had 
been taken in the Township of 
Wainfleet. 

Since 300 years ago, there has 
been but one other instance of gray 
fox being taken in Welland 
County. That was in 1948. The an- 
imal was sent to Toronto's River- 
dale Zoo but died in 1949, b 
Back about 1910 there was a 
family of seven gray foxes at the 
Toronto Zoo but by 1915 these had 
dwindled to a pair which in that 
year bore a litter of young. These 
were killed by the vixen on Sunday 
when a relief attendant, unfamil- 
jar with this fox tendency and a 
Stranger to the mother, entered 
the cage to clean it. There are none 
now at this zoo. 

Little further was heard of gray 
fox in the Province until about 
1940, but since that time eight or 
nine gray foxes have been taken in 
as Widely separated areas as Rainy 
River in north-western Ontario and 
Alexandria in the East, indicating 
that the gray fox probably enters 
Canada from Minnesota and New 
York State. 

The gray fox is described as pre- 
ferring warmer climates, lower el- 
evations, and scrubby to desert 
lands. Unlike the red fox he is a 
desperate fighter when cornered. 
He 1s also less suspicious and so 
more frequently seen, When trapped 
he seems to sense his predicament 
almost at once and ceases to strug- 
gle, If chased by dogs he tires 
quickly and retires*to his den or 
takes to a tree. This tree climbing 
ability is unusual among foxes. Mo- 
ther grays have been known to 
raise a litter of from three to five 
young in a hollow tree 25 feet 
from the ground. 

Dens are mostly in hollow logs or 
trees or under a rock pile, but oc- 
casionally, gray foxes have been 
known to den in underground bur- 
rows. Primarily a meat eater and, 
incidentally a great mouser, the 
gray fox’s-diet is almost as varied 
as man’s,

Without pausing to rest after the 
long journey, down they flutter into

Every action of the flock seems 
to be concerted, as if some rigid 
disciplinarian had drilled them, and 
yet No leader can be distinguished 
in the merry company. When one 
flies, all fly; where one feeds, all 
feed; and by some subtle tele- 
pathy all rise at the identical in- 
stant from their feeding ground 
and cheerfully twitter in concert 
where they all alight at once. 

They are more easily disturbed 
than the goldfinches, that are often 
seen feeding with them on the low- 
lands; nevertheless they quite often 
venture into gardens and orchards, 
even in the suburbs of the cities. 
These tame and unsuspecting little 
fellows will often, if the observer 
conducts himself discreetly, alight 
all about him or even upon his 
person, with as much indifference 
as he were a stump or some in- 
animate feature of the landscape. 

They are about an inch shorter 
than the sparrow. Their colouration 
shows a rich crimson wash on 
head, neck, breast and lower back, 
that is sometimes only a pink when 
we see the bird in midwinter. Gray- 
ish-brown sparrowy feathers show 
underneath the red wash. The 
wings and tail are dusky, with the 
feathers more or less edged with 
whitish. Underneath is a dull white 
while sides feature dusky streaks, 
The bill is sharply pointed. The 
female is more dingy than the male, 
the sides are more heavily streaked 


and have only crimson on the 
crown, 
Usually in winter only their 


lisping call-note can be heard but if 
the birds linger late enough in the 
spring, when their “fancy lightly 
turns to thoughts of love,” a glee- 
ful, canary-like song comes from 
the naked branches, and soon the 
flock will disappear for their nest- 
ing grounds in the Northern forests, 

The round fluffy, heavily plum- 
aged little bodies, with the rich 
little crimson cap and the occas- 
jonal flash of rosy breast and pink 
rump declares the redpolls, And 
when brightly plumaged birds are 
scarce, as at this season, these 
feathered visitors are greeted with

“Do you think there is enough 
being done for our youngsters?” was 
the question posed by Cp]. Holman 
of the R.C.M_P. in his address to the 
Lindsay Kinsmen Club on Thurs- 
day evening, This also was the note 
upon which he let his remarks rest. 

Cpl, Holman was speaking to the 
Lindsay service club at the Hotel 
Benson on the eve of the launch- 
ing, by the club, of the “Elmer” 
Safety Elephant Campaign. Pres- 
ent at the meeting besides regular 
members were Chief Constable 
Webster, of Lindsay, and memb- 
ers of the Oshawa Kinsmen Club 
who have also sponsored such a 
campaign in that city. Corporal 
Holman was introduced by Chief 
Webster who stated that he was 
the R.CM-P. representative in a 
current youth and police movement 
which is being undertaken in an 
effort to acquaint children with the 
Ww of the policdéman indirectly 
helping them become better citi- 
zens of tomorrow. 

Cpl. Holman stated that he had 
been appearing in various parts of 
the country to explain the youth 
Program and aid in the introduction 
of “Elmer” and his safety program. 
He first of all explained why such

The speaker observed that 2 lot 

of people have the attitude that

but these same people have also 
accepted the car, the radio, televis- 
ion and all the new luxuries but 
fail to see the youngsters must 
have some changes too as they liv- 
ing in a totally different world to 
the one in which their parents 
were born. He claimed that even 
‘thought there was a great deal of 
money being spent’ on children, it 
was money well spent in that it 
helped to bring them up to date. 
Cpl. Holman spoke also of the 
Juvenile Delinquents Act and term- 
ed it “one of our finest.” He said 
that tt was in reality a Bill of 
Rights for the children and noted 
that it is rare that a child’s name 
appears in the paper when he gets 
in trouble as the Act was not writ- 
ten with the idea of giving a child 
punishment. He maintained that in 
@ great majority of the cases, these 
children had become involved in 
the Courts through someone else 
who had failed to give leadership or 
through some other failure. He said 
that this act was designed to give 
them help when they needed it, He 
mentioned also that he had been 
Privileged to work in the training 
schools in Canada and had come 
to the conclusion that the boys 
and girls kept there weren’t basic- 
ally bad but had actually been 
caused to do wrong. He then told a 
Story of a lad, a number of years 
ago, who had been caught by a 
minister from whom he had been 
trying to steal. He outlined the 
steps the minister had taken to put 
the lad on the right track and noted 
that presently that lad had attein- 
ed manhood and was now director 
of one of Canada's largest, airports, 
He then asked “Why do young- 
Sters get in trouble?” and answer- 
ed his own question by stating that 
in 95 per cent of the cases, the par- 
ents were somehow to blame. He 
cited a few reasons parents 
not wanting the children — parents 
too severe—parents not severe en- 
ough—parents with too many out- 
side interests. The corporal pointed 
out that in almost any profession,

have some training and noted that 
|} some professions required years of 
| schooling, yet parents achieved their 
status with no training whatever. 
He stated that a lot of parents did 
| realize that raising children was a 
| complicated process and did take 
| steps to learn more about it. He tou- 
ched briefly on child psychology and 
noted that it was his observation 
that most children knew more about 
this subject than their parents did. 

As a remedy, Cpl. Holman, sug- 
gested that children be led to 
develop an interest in a hobby, He 
illustrated his 'remarks on this 
topic by citing that a steam engine, 
if the safety valve were plugged, 
would most certainly explode at some 
time. He further noted that Boy 
Scouts very seldom got in trouble 
and suggested that it was because 
these boys had an outlet for their 
energies that brought this about. 
In explaining his point, he present- 
ed a hypothetical case of two boys 
meeting on the corner, each with 
nothing in mind. Shortly they 
have formed a group of similar boys 
and one depredation leads to an- 
other, each one becoming more 
serious until eventually the group 
had become a menace, He noted 
that any community with two boys 
who had nothing to occupy their 
minds were a potential youth 
| problem. He noted that service 
| clubs across the country were mak- 
ing a noteworthy effort to avert 
any such situations and added that 
the criminal of tomorrow generally 
| appears first in the juvenile court. 
|He suggested that it was logical 
| to believe that if those children 
| could be kept from the juvenile 
| court there would be fewer crim- 
inals tomorrow. 
| Im speaking of the role of the 
| Policeman, Cpl. Holman noted that 
| Many parents developed in their 
children a fear of policemen by 
simply warning their children that 
“if they aren’t good the policeman 
| will come.” An attitude such as this 
should be averted,. said he, and 
| suggested that anyone who threat- 

ened their children thus were not 
aiding the cause of good citizen- 
ship. He cited cases of policemen 
going across the street to help 
| children through traffic, only to 
| see the child become terror stricken 

at the approach of the officer and 

dart into the traffic to his or her 
death. He added that this does 
not often occur now but mainly 
because of a public relations pro- 
gram instituted by the policemen 
themselves. He cited Toronto as 
an example of one “hunicipality 
which has come far in the process 
of acquainting its children with 
the policeman on the beat ana: on 
the streets. 

As he was rounding out his re- 
| marks, Cpl, Holman noted that the 
cost of child instruction had often 
been questioned and many had 
asked “Can we afford it?” He said 
| “I wonder what the cost really is?” 

He stated that to send one man 
to Kingston Penetentiary for eight | 
| years, the average sentence, cost | 
the taxpayers $25,000. He also noted 
that the Red Ryan case had cost 
$1,000,000. He recalled complaints 
that were heard when a Toronto 
church opened a quarter million 
dollar gymnasium for children and 
added that if only a very few were 
prevented from getting into trouble, 
the money would be well spent. Ho 
also noted that the costs of re- 
creation were now higher than 
education and urged service clubs 
to stress the need for better basic 
education and encourage it by offer- 
ing more scholarships. 

He concluded his talk by explain- 
ing the birth of “Elmer” the safety 
elephant and stated that it was the 
gimmick that attracted the child- 
ren's attention and kept them more 
safety conscious. He noted that 
since this safety program had been 
introduced in Toronto, the accident 
rate had dropped 60 percent in the 
schools although traffic was up 
15 percent. The plan, he sald, was 
to holst the Safety Pennant on the 
school flagpole to be removed by 
the Chief of Police or some other 
notable for 30 days in the event that 
a child became involved in an 
accident in which he was at fault. 

The program was later epplained 
to the Lindsay club by members of 
the Oshawa club who were present.

Federal agriculturists predict 
Canadian grain producers will get 


top prices during the next few 
months. 
Their forecast is based on a 


drop of 20-per cent in the world 
supply of wheat. The four major 
grain exporting countries --Canada, 
the United States, Argentina, and 
Australia --reported they had one 
billion 21-million bushels stored in 
Warehouses at the start of Janu- 
ary ....or almost 20 percent less than 
the grain that was available at the 
same date last year, 

A statistics department official 
says the situation may prove ad- 
vantageous to prairle growers, one 
official puts it this way --“impor- 
ters will have to pay top Internat- 
ional Wheat Agreement prices and 
@ premium for anything they want 
to buy over I-W-A quotas.” 

Because of the tight supply situ- 
ation growers are expected to 
command two dollars a bushel for 
the rest of the winter months and 
during the spring. Under the inter- 
national agreement the price for the 
grain is pegged at one dollar and 
20-cents a bushel.

A hotbed is a cold frame equipped 
with a heating system. Nearly all 
small hotbeds in city and suburban 
gardens nowadays are heated by 
electric cables, rather than by fer- 
menting manure, which was the old 
method. 

Cables and thermostats are now 
obtainable at less than the cost toa 
townsman of suitable-manure, were 
he able to find it. 

Current used for heating depends 
upon the insulation of the frame, 
and how early in the spring heat is 
turned on, but it seldom adds an 
important amount to the light bill. 
There is a much more even heat, 
which is beneficial to all plants and 
vital to those that chill easily. It 
gives a longer growing period, 
since the heat does not become ex- 
hausted, as does heat from manure, 
which sometimes fails before the 
outside temperature is safe. 

A frame is constructed in the us- 
ual pattern as used for both hotbeds 
and cold frames, but there js no 
need to prepare a deep pit such as 
is necessary when manure is used 
to supply heat. 

The frame is sunk in the ground 
about six inches. Soil is removed 
within it to an equal depth, and the 
cable is arranged on the bottom in 
loops, so that heat will be evenly 
distributed.

When temperature rises a few de- 
grees above the minimum, heat is 
shut off, and the variation between 
maximum and minimum tempera- 
tures is much less than with the old 
fashioned hotbed.

with four to six inches of soil in 
which seeds are sown. It is a good 
idea to place a sheet of fine meshed 
poultry wire an inch above the 
cable, with soil between. Another 
method is to grow plants in flats, 
which are placed above the heating 
cable, which may be imbedded in 
the soil on which the flats stand. A 
special type of cable may be ob- 
tained, which can be laid on top of 
the soil, and be protected by grating 
of wooden slats on which the flats 
stand. To improve insulation and 
reduce current consumption, the 
frame should be banked with cin- 
ders, which are covered with soil, 
to within a few inches of the top.

Last Survivor Of 
Laurier Cabinet 
Dies At Toronto 


Toronto Feb. 13 (BUP) --The last 
surviving member of Sir Wilfred 
Laurier’s cabinet died in Toronto 
today at the age of 97. 

He was Sir Allen Aylesworth, a 
member of the Canadian Privy 
Council and known as one of 
Canada’s most outstanding legal 
authorities.

Aylesworth was Canada’s repre- 
sentative at the funeral of King 
Edward the Seventh in 1910, He was 
called to the Privy Council in 1905 
when he made an unsuccessful bid 
for a seat in the House of Commons. 
He was appointed Postmaster Gen- 
feral in Laurier’s cabinet and then 
justice minister. 

Growing deafness, however, for- 
ced him to retire from politics in 
1911. 

He was Canada’s oldest senator 
and the man who named William 
Lyon Mackenzie King «as Laurier’s 
successor to led the liberal party. 

Aylesworth was born in Cambden 
| Township, Lennox and Addington 
| counties, Ontario in 1954 of United 
Empire Loyalist stock. He was ap- 
pointed to the senate to represent 
North York and served 31 years 
until his death today. 

He was Canada’s only surviving 
Queen's counsel from Queen Vic- 
toria’s reign.

But, he says, “instead of risking 
planes by attacking targets in 
South Korea, the Communists have 
remained pretty much at home and 
near the Yula River . . . therefore 
they have not accomplished with 
their air force anything comparing 
with the accomplishments of the 
Fifth Air Force.

This board ts to be made 
up of three members, one from 
the council, one from the police as- 
sociation involved in the dispute 
and a third member selected by 
the other two. This third member 
is the chairman and his decision in 
the matter is considered to be the 
decision of the Board of Arbitration. 

The Lindsay Police Association 
appointed Constable Percy Mark, 
their president, to act on their be- 
half. The town council appointed 
Ald.

NOT ANSWERABLE TO THE TAXPAYERS 

It was not surprising that two men outside of 
Lindsay's Council were appointed to the Court of Re- 
vision which will hear assessment appeals in 1952. It 
came as no surprise because the majority of council- 
lors seemed to favor the idea when it was first men- 
tioned in council several days ago. There is no doubt 
but that those men outside council who are appointed 
act, as they are entitled to under the law, will en- 
deavour to good job but the benefits to be 
derived are somewhat obscure. If Council is hoping 
to avoid some of the criticism which may arise as a 
result of the decisions made, this outcome is doubtful 
because they will be held responsible regardless of who 
makes or influences the decisions. 

The men outside Council who are appointed to 
the Court of Revision are in no way answerable to 
the taxpayers. And, since they comprise only the 
minority vote of the Court, (Council having three votes 
thereon) they will not be held responsible in any event, 
even though they may greatly influence the other mem- 
bers by their reasoning. 

The people of Lindsay will no doubt wonder why 
Council has found it necessary to call in outside help 
to decide the fate of assessment appeals and while it 
may be argued that it was done to get a better per- 
spective on the cases. will this satisfy the taxpayers? 
The tendency to “spread responsibility” is increasing 
at an alarming rate in governing bodies. It usually 
does nothing to facilitate procedure and is a prime 
factor in the creation of “buck passing’’ methods of 
doing business.

HELP FROM BRITAIN 

British industry is making an increasingly im- 
portant contribution to Canada’s development by 
establing subsidiary factories and engineering works 
in this dominion. What they are doing is neither so 
spectacular nor so well publicized as the investment 
of United States funds in our securities. But the 
British movement is hardly less significant. 

“Know-how” is a North American term, but what 
it represents is by no means a North American monop- 
oly. The British brand most often goes deeper than 
mere technological skill. Its basic philosophy was 
touched on in a recent interview by Sir Vincent de 
Ferranti, world head of the British firm bearing his 
name. Speaking specifically of how British industries 
can make good in this country, to our mutual benefit,» 
Sir Vincent remarked that they must build for Cana- 
dians, think as Canadians—or become Canadians. He 
added: 

It is so simple. We found that Canadians want 
to buy Canadian goods made in Canada, so in 1908 
we located a factory here. Scores more British 
manufacturers are finding the same thing today. 
Canada is a grand country and it’s growing fast. 
No one will ever make a mistake in becoming part 
of that growth. 

It is to be noted that British technological skills 
and labor as well as capital are being added to the 
force and weight of Canadian industry at a level es- 
sential to our continued strength. The creation of 
new industries—whether from sources here, from Am- 
erica or from the British Isles—is our best guarantee 
of future stability and under conditions which other-

wise would put an intolerable strain on our economy.

Many tributes were paid to the 
late King George the Sixth in 
churches throughout the district on 
Sunday. Among those who preached 
impressive sermons on the “kingly 
life” was Rev. A. E. Cresswell, 
minister of Queen Street United 
Church. 

Mr. Cresswell, using as his sub- 
ject ‘The King Passes” preached as 
follows: 

“The solemn announcement of 
the King’s death breaking through 
the stillness of a Canadian dawn 
brought an acute sense of personal 
and private grief to millions of 
loyal subjects. It was as if some 
cruel blow had fallen upon our own 
homes, so deep was our love for the 
King, so profound our sympathy for 
his gracious consort, Queen Eliza- 
beth, and all members of the Royal 
family. . 

“We loved our King” exclaimed 
Winston Churchill, We loved him 
not simply because he was a King, 
but because he was a good man who 
did his duty, fought his battles and 
bore crushing burdens in a spirit of 
simple and complete dependence 
upon Almighty God. Rarely has any 
monarch received such touching and 
thrilling evidence of a peoples af- 
fection. The King knew that his 
people had absolutely and over- 
whelmingly given him their heart's 
devotion. 

“There is a great passage in the 
book of Micah which is an epitome 
of the King’s life. Here are the 
words: “He hath showed thee, O 
man, what is good; and what doth 
the Lord require of thee but to do 
justly, to love mercy, and to walk 
humbly with thy God” (Micah 6, 8). 

To do justly, that is integrity of 
character. Think of the King’s sense 
of duty. As Tennyson said of Queen 
Victoria he was “loyal to the royal 
within himself”. He toiled with tire- 
less devotion, often labouring beyond 
his alotted strength. 

Think of how he exalted domestic 
virtues, He took the word home - 
a word which so many in this 
generation affect to despite and 
degrade - he took that old fashioned 
word and made it radiant with love

Two Lindsay businessmen, 
members of the council, were elect- 
ed to the town council to act with 
three members of the council as a 
Court of Revision. They were ap- 
pointed amid the protests of Reeve 


Richard Butler who declared that | 


council was showing its weakness 
by not being able 
ellonee work without the aid of| 


At the first meeting of council in | 


February, a suggestion was put 
forth by Ald. Hick that the council 
appoint a Court of Revision made 
up of two outsiders and three mem- | 
bers of council, At that time, Reeve | | 
Butler objected and claimed that | 
council members were elected by | 
the people to do that work and no 
outsiders should be brought in to} 
take this responsibility. However, | 
at that meeting, council agreed that | 
the Court of Revision be made up as 
proposed. 

At the committee meeting of 
council on Monday evening, Mayor | 
Lamb appointed the three council 
members who will act on the Court 
of Revision and asked for nominat- 
ions for the two outside members | 
of the Court. The three members of 
council appointed were Ald. Lloyd 
Burrows, chairman of the finance 
committee, and Ald. Peirce and Ald. 
McQuarrie. 

Ald. Stevens suggested that a} 
contractor be one of the members. | 
Deputy-reeve Hick nominated | 
David Thomson, Lindsay lawyer, | 
and Roy Broom, realtor as two can- 
didates. Reeve Butler then voiced 
his disapproval of the procedure. 
He said “We're elected to do this 
business and I object to calling in 
outsiders.” He noted that previous- 
ly the Court of Revision had been 
made up of members of council 
only and “had come through with 
flying colours” when there were a 
great many appeals in the first 
years of the new assessment. “Coun- | 
cil is showing its wealmess’ said | 
Mr. Butler and asked them if they 
were so weak that outsiders were 
needed to act on the Court of Revis- 
ion. 

Deputy-reeve Hick observed that 
council had aleady decided to ap- 
point two outsiders to the Court at 
an earlier meeting. Ald. Burrows 
wondered how these outsiders would 
be paid and noted that, recently one 
city had been forced to pay a Jaw- 
yer member of the Court at the rate | 
of $30 per day. His Worship and | 
some other members of council were 
certain that outside members would 
act on the same fee as that re- 
ceived by the council members. 
Reeve Butler nominated E. Fee and 
Jasper Forman but was informed 
that to act on the Court a member 
must have the same qualifications 
as a member of council.

Tax Rebate 
Sought By 
Lindsay 


The town of Lindsay is going to 
enter an appeal against Ops Town- 
ship asking for a tax rebate on the 
sewage disposal plant property. The 
town is charging that the township, 
by some error which was not recti- 
fied at the time, overcharged the 
town in its 1951 tax bill on the 23 
acres. 

At a committee meeting of the 
Town Council on Monday evening, 
Ald. Baker, chairman of the Town 
Property Committee, noted that he 
had received a letter 
Assessor, Alex Kilner, in which it 
had been pointed out that the 1950 
assessment of the lot and buildings 
had been $600 for property and 
$600 for buildings. In 1951, said the 
writer, the land had been again 
assessed for $600, but the buildings 
had been assessed at $3,100. In 
1952, said the letter, the land had 
been assessed for $3,300 and the 
buildings had been dropped to $700. 
The writer also noted that the 
assessment had been dropped, this 
year by a Court of Revision, to $2,500 
but added that this still left the 
land assessed at $82.60 per acre 
which was considerably higher than 
the $40 to $50 per acre which is the 
value set on other properties in 
the township.

Council Pays Insurance 

Council decided to foot an $807 
insurance bill for the Arena at the 
suggestion ‘of Ald. Cote, Chairman 
of the Arena. Mr. Cote stated that 
the Arena had managed to lower 


the beginning of the season. He 
added premiums totalling nearly 
$800 would have to be paid next 
month also. ~ 
Investigate Audit Service 
Town Clerk W. R. Allely was 
authorized by council to find out 
what was necessary for the Arena 
to change auditors. Ald. Cote stated 
that a Lindsay auditor had offered 
to provide a monthly audit and 
supervise the bookkeeping at the 
Arena for less than the $250 being 
paid annually to the town auditor 
for a semi-annual audit. 
Sidewalk Parking 
Council authorized the Board of 
Works department to erect steel 
posts on Victoria Avenue, north 
of Kent Street to indicate the 
border of the sidewalk in an effort 
to prevent cars from parking on 
the sidewalk. Deputy-reeve Hick, 
chairman of the Police Committee, 
after investigating a complaint by 
a Victoria Ave resident, reported 
that the road had been plowed in 
such a manner as to make it im- 
possible to find the edge of the road 
and the edge of the sidewalk. 
Building and Plumbing Inspector 
Mayor Lamb has suggested that 
the job of plumbing, and building 
inspector be coupled with the job 
of sanitary inspector and give 
another man full-time employment. 
The Board of Health had asked 
council to appoint a building and 
plumbing inspector to replace R.C. 
Mitchell, town engineer. His Wor- 
ship suggested that this job not 
be given to the next engineer but 
be given to another man, who, he 
suggested, could also be Sanitary 
inspector, relieving Mr. Kilner, the 
assessor, of one of his chores.

would give another man a job, said 
the Mayor, In the next breath he 
noted that if the assessor were not 
hampered with the job of sanitary 
inspector, one member of his staff 
might be laid off ,thus saving money 
for the town.

EDITORIALS 


AMAZEMENT HAS BEEN EXPRESSED 

A few weeks ago a news story came from Ottawa 
telling of a fast train smashing into a car. Fortunately 
the driver had managed to get clear of the vehicle 
but the amazing part of the story was that the train 
did not stop until it reached its next station. The 
reason given for the train not stopping was that it 
was being followed by only three minutes by another 


one. 

The story as reported has never been contra- 
dicted but it has caused a number of people to wonder 
what might have become of the injured, had there 
been any, while the train made its way to the next 
station. Would they have been left to their own de- 
vices until] they were found by chance? This factor 
has struck people as being most unusual as has the 
fact that two trains would be running so close together. 
If the circumstances surrounding the incident are true 
there would seem tobe room for some schedule alter- 
ations. Two trains operating on the same track and 
running only three minutes apart don’t offer a very 
wide margin of safety for the travelling public or the 
trains’ crews. 


THE COST OF LIVING 

The latest cost of living index shows that food 
prices have been mainly responsible for the highest 
level the index has reached since it was introduced. 
Actually no one needs the services of the Bureau of 
Statistics to tell them this—all they need to do is 
examine the weekly grocery bill in relation to other 
items in the family budget. Food is definitely the 
major item on the list and, despite fractional declines 
in some items, many of the staples have increased. 
Milk and bread for example, have pushed steadily up- 
ward as have potatoes and some canned and packaged 
goods which are used extensively. 

However, there are some hopeful cost-of-living 
indications: The price of pork and eggs has dropped 
slightly. Potatoes are reported to be easing in price 
in certain parts of Ontario and the drop will probably 
be felt locally. The tendency is toward an easier mar- 
ket for some other products. This trend can be hurried 
along by a greater participation in basic production 
by more and more people next summer. We will have 
to wade in and produce more of our food if we are 
going to play our full part in warping the food index 
into line with our pocketbooks. One of the main 
reasons why food is expensive now is because there 
is a world shortage of some items and where an 
actual shortage does not exist, there is a sustained 
demand. Only by increasing basic production can this 
be overcome. And until basic production is increased 
by the sustained effort of us all we can expect to 
continue to pay “through the nose” for most of life’s 
necessities. Full utilization of our gardens during the 
summer months is one way we can all contribute to 
increasing the supply of the nation’s food, at the same 
time conserving our supply of cash. 


YOU TOO MAY HAVE DIABETES! 

This is National-Health Week in Canada and a 
number of radio programs have been designed in 
order to emphasize the faci. On one of these pro- 
grams the people of Canada are reminded that there 
are about 75,000 (more or less) innocent yictims of 
diabetes. That is to say there are an estimated 75,000 
people in the country who have diabetes and don’t 
know it. What a cheering thought! Until most people 
heard this announcement (coupled with a naive remark 
that the family doctor could remove any doubts as 
to whether or not one had the disease by means of 
a simple test) they weren't very much concerned about 
diabetes. The chances are they never even wondered 
whether they had the disease or whether they didn’t, 
particularly, if they were feeling up to scratch. How- 
ever, any peace of mind they might have enjoyed 
before hearing this revealing statement is probably 
destroyed if they are at all susceptible to suggestion 
in the matter of physical ailments. What a remarkable 
achievement on the part of the people who sponsor 
National Health Week! 

One would have expected, judging by the title 
given the week, that the campaign was designed to 
tell Canadians how to keep well—not suggest that they 
might be sick and didn’t know it. But then the public 
must not expect too much ... . after all who can 
really tell you how to keep well and remain immune 
from disease? There are certain basic principles in- 
volved in living which tend to promote good health 
but there is no guarantee that they will work. 

Peace of mind is believed to be a factor of im- 
measurable influence in preserving health. National 
Health Week, by such propaganda as it is now spread- 
ing, is not contributing much toward this end. 


A CHALLENGING STATEMENT 

A farmer-lawmaker speaking from Ottawa last 
week charged that there was too much of a spread 
between the price the farmer is getting for beef and 
the price the consumer is paying for it over the coun- 
ter. This statement is based on the fact that beef 
has been on a falling market at the stockyards for 
several weeks now but the prices over the counter 
are still the same (or within a very few cents) of what 
prevailed when beef commanded record prices at 
the yards. Consumers have been puzzled by this set 
of circumstances and have been wondering why the 
savings being realized by packers and butchers is not 
being passed along to them. That it should be all will 
agree. 

There is a possibility that one of the reasons why 
the price reduction is not being passed along to the 
consumer lies in the fact that the packers and pro- 
cessors have warehouses filled with beef bought in at 
the higher prices. They will naturally not be inclined 
to move this out at a reduced price. However, this 
set of circumstances would not offer any excuse for 
the many butchers who buy directly from the farmer. 
Their prices should be readily adjustable. If one buys 
from a butcher who deals directly with the farmer it

difficult from this distance to assess the 
progress, if any, of the Korean ceasefire talks, now 
well into their seventh month. A workable tinder- 
standing about the demilitarized or buffer zone that is 
to separate the opposing armies during the truce was 
reached some time ago.

Against these gains must be set the deadlock 
on the exchange of prisoners. Communist acceptance 
of an agreement that repatriated prisoners shall not 
fight again does not get to the heart of this question 
and it may prove insoluble on terms acceptable to 
both sides. : 

The major stumbling block is that the 180,000 
prisoners in United Nations hands include scores of 
thousands who do not wish to return to North Korea. 
Among them are Anti-Communist South Koreans who 
were pressed into service by the invaders from the 
north in the early stages of the war. Others are former 
Nationalist Chinese troops who failed to reach Formosa 
with Chiang Kai-shek and were dragooned into joining 
the Chinese Communists in the Korean attack. These 
men dread the idea of being handed back to their 
North Korean captors and masters. Yet the Commun- 
ists insist that they be returned en masse in exchange 
for the much smaller number of Americans, British and 
other UN soldiers taken prisoner. 

The dilemma thus put before the UN negotiators 
and the Western Powers is a depressing one indeed. 
They might gain a truce in Korea, which they urgently 
want, by driving prisoners back into Communist ter- 

_ ritery against their will. Alternatively, by continuing 
to argue for voluntary repatriation, the UN spokesmen 
will risk prolonging the ceasefire talks and dragging 
out the war indefinitely. The logical way to deal with 
a dilemma is often to take neither of the undesirable 
courses. but find a third; and that well be the answer 
to UN’s problem.

NOT WANTED HERE 

A Reuters dispatch from London says that the 
British government is preparing a plan to “divert” 
labor from what it considers non-essential work into 
what it regards as essential work by various indirect 
methods. 

Certain industries, says Reuters, are going to be 
deprived of the steel and other supplies they require 
for operation, and thus forced to close. The workers 
thus rendered unemployed will not be forced to accept 
other work, they will merely be offered jobs in industry 
which the government believes to be essential. Reuters 
leaves us in ignorance as to what will happen to these 
chaps if they do not want to take the jobs offered to 
them. Probably not many will be able to retire and 
live a life of ease. 

The British, of course. have a right to run. their 
country as they like, but most Canadians will hope that 
the British plan will not give ideas to anyone in this 
country. Attempts at “directing” labor here during the 
1939-1945 war resulted chiefly only in directing square 
pegs into round holes and vice versa.

ORIGIN OF POLITICAL SYMBOLS 

Some Republicans in the United States have been 
so unkind as to suggest that the symbol of the Demo- 
crats ought to be the mink. At all events, this has 
been suggested as the 1952 Republican campaign 
slogan: “‘Let’s drive the minks and the pinks out of 
Washington.” 

Tt was Thomas Nast, the most popular and influ- 
ential American cartoonist of the second half of the 
19th century, who was responsible for the elephant 
as representing the Republicans and the donkey as 
Standing for the Democrats. Early in the 1870's: Nast 
began to draw, in his cartoons for Harper’s Weekly, 
a tiger as representing Tammany Hall. He got the 
idea from the picture of a tiger on the literature of a 
prominent Tammany club of the time. 

The tiger as the symbol of Tammany proved a 
happy thought, and thereupon Nast invented, evidently 
out of his inner consciousness, the elephant for the 
Republicans and the donkey for the Democrats. By 
1875 the symbols have become well known, popular 
and accepted. 

When Theodore Roosevelt formed his Progressive 
party in 1912, he declared, on arriving at its convention 
which was to nominate him, that he “felt fit as a bull 
moose.’ Immediately the bull moose became the 
symbol of the new party. The third party which nom- 
inated Henry A. Wallace for President in 1948 had no 
pictorial symbol to represent it. No attempt has been 
made, however, to blame the omission for the result.

3RD MAJOR 
AIR CRASH 
SAME SPOT 


(British United Press) 
‘another disastrous aircrash has 
hit Elizabeth, New Jersey --follow- 

ing the big crackups of December 
16th and January 22nd. 

This time, it was a huge DC-6 
airliner which plumeted out of the 
| skies into the town’s residential 
| district --minutes after taking off 
| from nearby Newark airport. The 
| erate ~-one of the biggest passenger 
| | planes in service --ripped into the 
| top of a long rectangular apartment 
| house. It skidded along the roof, 
| and smashed into a muddy field 100 
| yards away. 

Thirty persons were killed 
in the accident, and 42 were hurt. 
The ship carried 59 passengers in- 
| cluding three babies, and a crew of 
four. 

Twenty-four passengers, three 
crewmen and three residents of the 
building were killed. Thfrty-one 
Passengers and nine residents are in 
Prcavitae! some gravely injured. In 
addition, five persons are missing 
and may prove to be dead. 

At three o'clock Monday am., 
the port of New York authority 
ordered Newark airport closed -- 
pending further investigation. 

The apartment building was flat- 
tened out and set afire, and flames 
consumed the twisted fuselage of 
the plane. Courageous passers-by 
| entered the wreckage to pull out 
| injured passengers. Some were 
hanging upside down in their seat 
belts. Others were crumpled against 
the forward bulkheads. 

The street in front of the apart- 
ment building was a scene of pande- 
moniym. Panic-stricken tenants 
rushed out of the door, carrying 
their children and whatever pos- 
sessions they had time to collect. 
| Within minutes of the crash, the 
building was a mass of flames. 

The plane --which was owned by 
| National Airlines --crashed a few 
minutes after-taking off from New- 
ark airport. The pilot, immediately 
| after taking off, messaged the field 
and said he had lost an engine. The 
control tower cleared the plane for 
an immediate landing, but a short 
time later it crashed.

Safe Way Florists Use

Two Methods of Watering Seed Box O..K.'d by Science. 


Automatic watering methods 
which are widely practiced by flor- 
ists can easily be adopted by ama- 
teur gardeners who start seeds in 
their homes. They make it possible 
to provide constant moisture for in- 
door seed boxes without danger of 
overwatering, or forgetting to water 
the plants, with possibly fatal conse- 
quences, 

Amateurs who prefer to start their 
own seeds indoors rather than pur- 
chasing seedling plants, are able to 
make important savings, and to en- 
joy an unlimited selection of the 
subjects to be set out in their gar- 
dens. They can grow exactly the 
varieties they prefer, including the 
latest novelties, or old favorites. 
Latest methods of preventing dis- 
ease, using artificial light when 
needed, and regulating moisture 
make success certain for those who 
use them 

Most failures of flower and vege- 
table seeds to grow are probably 
due to either a lack or an excess 
of moisture. 

If the soil gets too dry, the tiny 
seedlings with their shallow roots 
may perish in an hour. If kept too 
wet, fungi may develop, resulting 
in the fatal disease called ‘‘damp- 
ing off.’ To keep the moisture ‘‘just 


right’’ was formerly a matter of ex- 
perienced judgment, and required 
a ‘constant watch on the seed flat, 
dificult for the amateur. 

But science has found two meth- 
ods Which may be followed, both bet- 
ter than spraying on water fron 
above. These methods are illustrat- 
ed. On the left is the wick method; 
on the right, su¥-irrigation. 

The wick method consists of using 
a burlap wick or one of fibre glass, 
inserting one wick in the center of 
the flat spreading it aver about three 
inches in diameter on the bottom of 
the flat inside and letting the wick 
hang in the water. The water then 
moves up to the soil by capillarity 
and keeps the flat at a constant uni- 
form moisture content. 

In the subirrigation system a wa- 
terproof liner is used to hold water 
until it rises through the soil above. 

If a pan sufficiently large is used 
beneath the flat, in using the wick 
method, sufficient water for several 
days may be provided, and it will 
rise only as fast as needed, ena- 
bling plants to be left unattended 
for a day or two, when necessary.

Childhood Schizophrenia 

One of the helpful signs of the 
times, and yet a sign made neces- 
sary by mental and emotional] dis- 
turbances in childhood, is the great 
number of psychiatrists now being 
engaged to size up school children. 

For years, physicians have been 
attached to shools so that any 
physical defects ;can be noted 
promptly and help given, 

In The Journal of Pediatrics, Dr. 
Harry Bakwin (New York Univer- 
sity) states that in childhood 
schizophrenia --double personality 
and persistent dream state --the 
commonest symptoms are seclusive- 
ness (wanting to be alone) and 
irritability when seclusiveness 1s 
disturbed. Other manifestations or 
signs are excessive daydreaming 
or preoccupation with thoughts and | 
fantasies, bizarre behavior, lessen- 
ing of interest or failure to be at- 
tractive to objects and activities that 
usually attract children, backward 
interest in amusements which cus- 
tomarily intrigue children of youn- 
ger ages, sensitivity to comment and 
criticism and physical inactivity, 
Anxiety is a prominent feature. 

The statement that these children 
are physically inactive, no desire to 
play games or mix well with others, 
shows the value of play and group 
games in helping to keep boys and 
girls normal]. In group play there 
are rules which teach the young- 
sters to be unselfish, to control the 
temper and to play their best until 
the end of the game, despite defeat. 

When the youngster has acquired 
schizophrenic symptoms and they

They add 
that unemployment insurance pay- 
ments will have to be increased or 
else a great many needy Canadian 
families will have a “tough time 
ahead of them.” 

City Councillors in St. Ctharines

crease other welfare services besides 
unemployment insurance.

Burrows Says 
Town’s Fiscal — 
Status Good 


Ald. Lloyd Burrows, Lindsay's 
chairman of finance told 
the Lindsay Kiwanis Club that it 
was probable that the sewage dis- 
posal plant would cost the tax- 
payers nearly a half million dol- 
Jars before it is paid for, In ex- 
plaining this, Ald. Burrows pointed 
out that interest rates on deben- 
tures had increased to sfch an ex- 
tent that the interest coupled with 
other charges amounted to about 
60 per cent of the principal of the 
debt. = 

As chairman of finance, Ald. 
Burrows was asked to speak on fi- 
ance but pointed out that this 
was a topic that would take consid- 
erable time. Therefore he spoke on 
debentures and the town's present 
financial position. 

“In the few moments I have to- 
day,” said Mr. Burrows, “I’m going 
to Say a few words on a@ subject 
which is often discussed very light- 
ly, but which is one of the most 
important factors in our taxation 
system, and that is debenturing. 
Debenturing is the means by which 
governments and municipalities 
borrow large sums of money, which 
they couldn't get otherwise, to pur- 
chase necessities they couldn’t buy 
otherwise. Debenturing, to my mind 
is a mortgage against the tax- 
ing credit of the municipality. De- 
bentures may run anywhere from 

three to twenty years. Those who 
are responsible for the debentures 
should feel reasonably certain that 
the tax-paying public will be able 
| to redeem them at maturity, before 
issuing them. : 
"Tt is my opinion,” the finance — 
chairman went on to say, “that, de- 
benturing within reason*is a heal- 
thy condition. I don’t like to see 
the debenture debt jump at 
once and it has been my eim to try 
and spread these heavy expendi- 
tures over of period of time so 
that while you are creating new 
ones, at the same time you are re- 
tiring old ones. The secret of de- 
benturing seems to me, to be the 
ability of Keeping a harmonious 
balance, so the debentures will not 
become top-heavy. 

“The heavy expenditures which 
cause One to debenture are, large 
road and sewage programs, build 
ing of schools and public buildings, 
and the buying of such equipment 
which is too heayy to be taken from 
the current tax-rate. 

“In Lindsay your Council tssues 
all debentures. But in the case of 
the Water Boafd, and the Hydro 
Board, it is merely procedure as 
they pay all charges or interest and 
principal. Debentures from the 
School Board, Library Board, Parks 
Board, the council issues them, 
and they and they are paid from the 
tax rate, Just the same as the deb- 
entures which the council incur. 

“Our present debenture debt is 
$739,900.00 of which only $14,000.00 
belongs to the Water Board, which 
means the taxpayer has to pay the 
principal and interest this year on 
$345,900... (This does nit include 
any debentures which will be issued 
in 1952.) Until receni interest 
charges ranged from 2 3/4 to 3 1/4 
per cent and this meant the in- 
terest amounted to “about one 
third of the principal over a 20 
year period. Currently debentures 
are not selling at par, and the best 
bit is around 98 cents on the dol-

ARE PROGRESSIVE MARK-UPS THE MAIN FACTOR 
IN CONTRIBUTING TO THE HIGH COST OF LIVING? 

It was suggested by a contributor to the “Voice of 
the Peop column of Monday's Post that progressive 
mark-ups by wholesalers and retailers might be more a 
or in contributing to the current high cost of 
living than actual production costs. This is a sugges- 
tion that deserves thoughtful consideration and one 
for which an answer should be found. The public 
should be informed on this point so that they would 
be assured that unfair advantage was not being taken 
of them during these extraordinary times. 

There is considerable evidence to indicate that in 
some lines at least a tremendous price spread exists 
between the producer and the consumer. There is 
also some indication that the wholesale and retail price 
index is out of Jine on the matter of falling prices . .. 
It seems to take a long time before a wholesale price 
reduction on products quickly disposable is felt at the 
retail level However. the same cannot be said for 
rising prices which appear to be highly flexible and 
subject to adjustment on a moment's notice and with- 
out any real attempt to justify them in the eves of 
the public. Nothing could be more damaging to the 
cause of free enterprise nor be more apt to lead to 
its ultimate undoing. 

The wholesaler and the retailer have a trust to 
fulfill to the consumer. They are committed to act 
as consumers’ agents in distributing the world’s goods. 
For their own sakes and the future of their calling they 
should undertake to do so with a maximum of effi- 
ciency and for a just reward for services rendered. The 
public can help to promote this spirit by patronizing 
those places of business which have a Teputation for 
“fair dealing.”

SHADOW TAXES 

The effect of taxes on the cost of living is clearly 
illustrated in the following excerpt from an article 
dealing with “shadow taxes” which recently appeared 
in the Winnipeg Tribune. The article takes as an 
example an electric iron with a factory value of $5 
at the factory in the United States. This shows how 
the price changes by the time the iron reaches a 
Canadian purchaser, quoting the Tribune: 

“A duty of 22% per cent raises it by $1.12 to make 
it $6.12. 

An excise tax of 25 per cent on top of that adds 
$1.52 to make it $7. 

A sales tax of 40 per cent on the duty raises it 
61 cents to $8.24. 

The distritjitor would make about 20 per cent: 
the retailer about 50 per cent on cost.

LEAKS THAT MAKE FOR EXTRAVAGANCE 

The Ottawa government's surplus now stands at 
3721,600.000 for nine months. It was supposed to be 
$30,000,000 for 12 months. 

The 13,893,208 people in Canada have had to 
contribute, in direct and indirect taxation, $721,600,000 
more than the government figured it needed—or $52.65 
extra for every man, woman and child in the country. 


Or, on another basis, every family of three per- 


sons has been overcharged $157.95, every family of 
four $210.60 too much, and so on. 

Canadians are paying these heavy taxes through 
increased income tax, and through customs duties and 
excise taxes on many things they buy. The govern- 
ment is contributing to the high cost of living through 
these yery taxes. Excise taxes, for example, reached 
$653.600,000 — just $41,000,000 short of the personal 
income tax collections of $699,700,000. 

If the government had planned for a big surplus 
to pay off national debt, and had set this out in its 
budget, that would be a different matter, but it didn’t. 
It has imposed high taxes partly to siphon off the 
individual’s purchasing power, on the theory that the 
individual couldn’t be trusted to spend judiciously, or 
save, his own money. 

But big government surpluses make for extraya- 
gance by government. Ottawa has spent in the nine 
Months $454,300,000 more than it spent in the same 
period of last year. Even expenditures for other than 
defence increased $37,400,000 to $1,293,200,000. 

There won't be economy, but rather extravagance, 
on Ottawa's part while it is collecting a huge surplus. 

Ottawa keeps the tap turned on, and as long as 
the pail catching the Money stays full the government 
won't worry too much about the leaks that make for 
extravagance.—Winnipeg Tribune 


CELLULOID COLLARS 

All this talk about the highly inflammable sweaters 
recently sold in this area and in the United States 
recalls the time when it was the custom for men 
to wear a similarly rapid-burning material around their 
necks. We refer, of course, to the celluloid collars. 
Some men even wore removable celluloid shirt fronts 
and cuffs. 

Touch a match to a celluloid collar and it would 
disappear in a puff, exuding a most odious aroma. 
But, come to think of it, we don't remember any fatali- 


again; in ten short weeks the snow- 
drops may be in bloorn. 

This is little enough time to plan 
for your garden, and prepare to 
siart seeds indoors. So much has 
been learned about starting seeds 
that no one need hesitate to under- 
take it, even though an ideal south 
window unshaded from the sun may 
not be available. New experiments 
in growing plants entirely under 
artificial light hdye taught lessons 
which the amateur may easily adopt 
to solve his problems. 

Seediiig plants can be started in 
a dark basement, without expensive 
equipment. On a table sheltered 
from drafts, where the temperature 
will average @ degrees, place your 
seedboxes. The soil which fills 
them should be a mixture of sifted 
top soil, builders’ sand and peat 
moss, one-third each. To prevent 
disease, sow the seeds in a layer of 
sphagnum moss half an inch thick, 
laid on top of the soil Cover the 
seeds lightly, or not at all 

Instead of soil, you may fil the 
boxes with sphagnum moss, or yer- 
miculite, but these are sterile sub- 
stances, and you will have to sup- 
ply plant food when your seedlings 
begin to grow. 

Artificial light should be furnished 
the seedboxes as soon as the seeds 
| Sprout. Its intensity shopld Be at a 
| minimum of 50 to 100 foot candles, 
| and it may come from either fino 
rescent lamps or ordinary tungsten 
lamps. You can measure the fi 
tensity by the following easy meth- 
od. provided you have a photo 
graphic light meter. Place two 
thicknesses of white letter paper on

PRICE SUPPORT FOR HOGS 

The move by the Canadian Government to prop 
up the price of hogs with a floor price has not been 
received with cheers from the meat consuming public. 
On the contrary it has been greeted with indignation 
by the people. For months and even years now the 
Canadian public has been paying high prices for all 
kinds of meat on a rising market and only in recent 
s have meat prices showed signs of levelling off 
at prices more in line with Canadian pocketbooks. No 
sooner has this trend set in than the Dominion Agri- 
cultural Prices Support Board, a government agency, 
takes steps to ensure that the consuming public is 
prevented from getting any bargain prices in pork. It 
has decreed that the price of pork must not fall 
below a level approximating today’s market demand 
.... $26 per hundredweight for Grade “A” carcasses. 
May the public expect similar action if the price of

The lives of children’s books can

About Birds | 


The Canadian Jay 

The Canada Jay looks like an! 
exaggerated Ohickadee, and both | 
birds are equally fond of bitter, 
cold weather, but here the similarity 
stops short. Where the Chicadee is 
friendly, the jay is impudent and 
bold; hardly less of a villain than 
his blue relative when it comes to 
marauding other birds nests and 
destroying their young, With all 
his vices, however, intemperance 
cannot be attributed to him, in 
spite of the name given to him by 
lumber men and guides. “Whisky 
John” is a purely innocent corrupt- 
ion of “Wis-ka-tjon,” as the In- 
|dians called this bird which haunted 
| thelr camps and familiarly entered 
| their wigwams. 

Both male and female of the 
| species have grey upper parts, the 
| wings and tail being darkest, the | 
back of the head and the nape of | 
|the neck sooty. The forehead, throat 
and neck are white and there are 
a few white tips on wings and tail. 
|The underneath parts are of a light- 
er gray, The tail is long and the 
plumage fluffy. The size is about 
two inches larger than the robin. | 

The Canada Jay is resident where 
found. They do not seem to possess 
a single good quality except in- 
dustry. One virtue is their prudent 
saving from the summer surplus to 
keep the winter storeroom well 
supplied like a squirrel’s. Such 
thrift is most necessary when a 
clamorous hungry family of young 
jays must be reared while the 
thermometer is often as low as 30 | 
degrees below zero at the end of 
March, How eggs are ever hatched 
at all in a temperature calculated 
to freezing sitting bird stiff, is one 
of the mysteries of the woods. And 
yet four or five fluffy little jays, 
that look as if they were dressed 
in grey fur, émerge from the eggs 
before the Spring sunshine has 
unbound the icy rivers or melted 
| the snowdrifts piled high around 
the evergreens. A deep nest of twigs 
and fibres, thickly lined with fur 
or feathers in dense coniferous 
trees provides a home for these early 
fledglings. 

The habitant of the Whiskey 
Jack generally removes it from close 
contact to man. But when the 
camper’s fire is alight, the same jay 
is much in evidence for any good | 
that may come its way. Its entire | 
lack of self consciousness or poise | 
is notable and it does the most 
impudent things with an air of the 
most matter of fact innocence. Food 
on the camp table, bacon in the | 
frying pan, or even soap by the 
wash dish are never safe from it, | 
and if any little thing is missing 
in camp, its absence can well be 
| blamed on the “Whisky Jack”, The 
| tent has to be tightly closed against | 
its sharp eyes and inquisitive bill. 
Yet it does little real harm, its 
confiding presence is always wel- 
comed, and its petty pilferings are 
| usually laughed at. Few wild things 
have as many human friends in 
the woods as these birds. It probably 
has the usual Jay fondness for 
eggs and young birds, but when 
man is present, it devotes all its 
attention to salvaging waste scraps 
from the camp, 

Though always present about 
camp, its total numbers are never 
large and its population seems 
to consist of single families evenly 
seattered over the wildest territory. 
A peculiar thing about it is that, 
whereas other jays increase rapidly 
under cultivated conditions, the 
Canada Jay shrinks from civilizat- 
jon. Lonely places are its favourile 
haunts, and as soon as the tempor- 
ary camp becomes a permanent 
settlement, it deserts the neighbour- 
hood and retires to more secluded 
localities. 

Hunters havo stated that these 
birds steal the bait from traps and 
also eat the trapped game. They 
sit quietly watching the trap being 
set and before the trappers’ back 
is turned, the well known “ca-ca-ca”’ 
1s heard as they glide down to 
examine it, However those bird 
lovers who have experinced the 
antics of this amusing feathered 
visitor in the proximity of their 
camp, feel that they have been 
treated to another delightful in- 
novation, of Mother Nature.

The Shape of Your Body Affects 
Your Health 


I write from time to time about 
how your shape affects your health. 
Insurance examiners’ can usually 
spot the individual likely to have 
| various symptoms; they can tell the 
most likely symptoms or diseases by 
his shape. They put him in one of 
three categories: wide, narrow and 
normal. 

If narrow, of the greyhound build, 
he likely to live longer than the wide 
ones. Wide individuals, as a rule 
are really stronger than narrow ones 
but because they eat too much for 
the amount of work they do or 
exercise taken, they are more prone 
to disease. Wide individuals, by 
overeating, are more frequently at- 
tacked by heart, blood vessel, kid- 
ney ailments. Thin individuals 
usually eat less and because they 
have no excess weight are more 
apt to be active physically, Thin in- 
dividuals, as a class, have a small 
or poor appetite which keeps their 
weight down and their blaod pres- 
sure low, 

Some years ago I write of the 
interesting results of an investigat- 
jon of the reiation between body 
width and blood pressure, as de- 
scribed by Drs, S, C. Robinson and 
M. Brucer in American Journal of 
Medical Science. They divided their 
patients into six groups, from the 
very narrow to the very wide. They 
found that very few of the narrow 
type had high blood pressure. The 
wide individuals had a higher blood 
pressure than those narrow in build. 

The reason the narrow individual 
eats less food ts because his stomach 
is smaller! than that of the in- 
dividual with a wide chest. 

Further, the small intestine in the 
narrow individual 
shorter than In the wide individual, 
This means that less nourishment is 
absorbed from the food during its 
passage through small intestine, 
On the other hand, the wide in- 
dividual has slent of room for his 
stomach to stretch across the upper 
abdomen. Also, the wide individual 
has a small intestine that is a num- 
ber of feet longer than the narrow 
| or normal {ndividual. This means 
| that by the time food gets to end 
of small intestine, all the nourish- 
ment has been absorbed from the 
food. This ts one cause of over- 
weight, 

The thought then, for wide in- 
dividuals, is not to allow themselves 
to become overweight because their 
blood pressure is naturally high 
owing to thelr wide build It is the

,ted being acquainted with the ac- 
cused, told of proceeding south a- 
cross the bridge and meeting a car 
going north on the west or the 
wrong side of the road, The witness 
stated that he pulled his own ve- 
hicle hard to the east or: his left 
side of the street to avoid him but 
failed to pass. The impact resulted 
in both rear wheels of the witness’ 
car being smashed. He stated that 
the accused appeared normal but 
“might have had a couple of 
drinks.” 

His companion in the car told a 
similar story and he too denied that 
the accused might be intoxicated. 

Constable Gordon Eberts, the in- 
vestigating officer, told the Court 
that the accused appeared o be able 
to walk in a normal manner but 
was unable to stand straight or 
without falling against the officer. 

In summing up, Crown Attorney 
Jordan, who had asked one of the 
Crown witnesses if he were. afraid 
of the accused and had also asked 
him if the accused or his agent 
had approached him since the ac- 
cident, noted that the two withness- 
e8 did not seem to be too frank with 
the Court.

Closely Related 

There’s a close relationship be- 
tween the way grain corn matures 
in Eastern Canada, and the fertility 
of the soil it grows in. 

Research Officer F. Dimmock of 
the experimental farm at Ottawa 
has been pointing out to farmers in 
Eastern Canada that satisfactory 
maturity is just as important in 
grain as high yield. The reason, of 
course, is that ears are usually 
Stored right after they've been 
harvested --and if they've matured 
with a moisture content of more 
than thirty percent, they've liable 
to give trouble. 

Dimmock claims fertility of the 
soil determines both yield and 
maturity of the corn to a large ex- 
tent. 

The better the fertility level, the 
quicker the maturing process begins. 

He urges farmers to have the soil 
tested where they plan to grow grain. 
corn crops, watching particularly 
such important plant food elements 
as nitrogen, phosphoric acid and 
potash. Such a test ~-he reclaims -- 
could easily mean the difference 
between success, aid failure of the 
crop. (BUP) |

“Citizenship and Education” as giv- 
en by Mrs. A. W. Williams: 

“The Pattern of Citizenship” 

It is essential to lay, really solid 
formations in the place where every 
man’s effort, can count for some- 
thing. That is, in our personal liv- 
es; our homes and our commun- 
ities. 

We must at all times use the 
ways open to us as voters, ratepay- 
ers and members of voluntary and 
statutory bodies, to influence na- 
tional policy to to promote vigorous 
action to improve our community 
life. 

As Christians, we of this genera- 
tion, are having our eyes opened 
to an amazing opportunity. We 
smash up a whole civilization, and 
God in his mercy, makes this the 
opportunity for laying the first 
stones of the divine earthly city. 

The life of Heaven is the life of 
a joyful communion in mutual love, 
and we can if we will, give this a 
gracious expression, in the visible 
form and texture of our earthly 
homes, and their surroundings, mak- 
ing them places designed for full, 
rich, personal lines; bases from 
which we may, however slowly— 
push out into widening areas of 
social and political life, until the 
supremacy of God and man’s true 
nature can be given shape in all of 
them. And we can begin fo say, with 
greater realization of a valid secu- 
lar meaning of our intention, that 
we look for a community, town or 
city (whatever it may be) which 
hath foundations whose builder 
and maker is God. 

Mr. Churchill, with his happy 
knack of going straight to the 
point, has picked out our main ob- 
jections for us in the secular 
sphere “Food, work, homes.” And 
its not surprising that we should 
find, as we look closely, that the 
task of providing these primary 
necessities corresponds very closely. 
to our problem in the moral and

Among the many problems, 


pressing upon us in these days, is 
one that is above all others im- 
portance: preservation of our fam- 
ly way of life. 

Here is our top-rank social] in- 
stitution. It is;—of all our social 
necessities, the most necessary. 
Husband, wife and children—that is 
the most natural grouping for 
welfare, comfort and stability. But 
people see in our present state of 
society, a weakening of the ties, | 
that bind families together, and 
they fear that this constitutes a) 
menace to the values in life which 
we hold dear. 

For example, we have attajned | 
political democracy, which is a 
good thing, but it has stressed equ- 
ality, and the individual, whereas | 
the traditional family idea, was of a 
director and co-operation, We now 
have people living, in closely pack- 
ed cities, subject to all the destrac- 


| children and economic security for 


calm, “let's stick together” groups 
of rural life, We have the changed 
status of women, due to their new 
found, economic independence; 
and there is the opportunity offered 
to all members of the family to go 
to work. In older days, the bread 
winner was the guide, consellor 
support and law giver of the house- 
hold; today, everyone has an equal 
or equally loud— voice in family 
affairs. 

The family is built upon love. All 
literature records, the yearning of 
human beings for love. The greatest 
poems revolve around it. Our nob- 
lest writers have, at their highest 
moments, described the Joys of ful- 
filled love, and have pictured for 
us. the wretched suffering visited 
upon those who throw it away or 
lose it. 

How does love show itself in the 

family? Not principally in actions, 
or in the bubbling over enthus- 
iasms, but in the calm feeling that 
there is a group of people, intimate 
from the child's babyhood, who 
would feel pride in his success, sor- 
row, at his failure, and shame at 
his disgrace. 
| The vital thing is to preserve 
those elements of civilization, cul- 
ture ideals, standards and customs 
which the past has found good, 
and merge them with the new or 
| changed factors, which the present 
| day believes valid. 
If the family were to be swept 
| away, the world would become a 
place of regimentation, chaos and 
desolation. Why? Because the fam- 
ily fulfils at least three vital func- 
uons: It provides sustenance, and 
trains its members in the art of 
surviving; it provides the earliest 
group association, teaching the art 
of social living, and it is the prim- 
ary place where the values of know_ 
ledge of culture are passed from 
generation to generation. This is 
only a small part of the service giv- 
en by the family to individual 
members of it. There are other 
| functions. The family is closely re- 
lated to social change. Ideas must 
| develop there, before the commun- 
|ity adopts them. 

From birth to death there is 
scarcely an action that can be per- 
| formed by a person that is not 
guided and coloured by what is 
learned in the family. Bitterness 
within the family, works its way 
out into society. The person who 
is frustated in family life, is like- 
ly to become the) synic of world 
life. 

But wholesome and constructive 
thinking in the family will pene- 
trate all society. The man who 
learns within the family to accom- 
modate himself to others to sub-| 
ordinate, when necessary, his per- 
sonal interest, to the interest of 
the group and to tolerate in others 
fads and habits, he would condemn 
in himself, that man has learned 
many of the lessons necessary to 
his becoming a good workman, a| 
good executive and a good cltizen. |

the new; the middle class, divided

|ing class. The distinctions are im- 
portant because, no matter what we 
Say about democracy and equality, 
they are there. 

When the philosophers of the 
nineteenth century came to discuss 
classes, they pinned their faith on 
the middleclass, , It is certain that 
this is the moving class. We have 
expanded our educational institu- 
tions to meet the needs of our age. 
Our middle class happiness goals, 
are success in business or a profes-

“Fellowship”. A natural extension 
of the family council and the ritu- 
al of family sharing is the help 
the church gives. It is recognized 
that the church has a responsibil- 
ity, for building the family and 
supporting it as an institution and 
at the same time the family is the 
strong suppor of he church, The 
need for fellowship is as deep as 
the need for food. There 1s nothing 
in human experience that can sub- 
stitute for genuine, warm and

Town’s Growth 
At Greatest 
in 1951 _ 


According to the assessment de- 
partment, Lindsay's population was 
at an all-time high in 1951, But 
figures for the past 30 years indicate 
that the rise has been very gradual. 

According to a table attached to 
the annual report of the Assessment 
Department which was presented 
to council on Monday evening, Lind- 
say's population in the past 30 years 
has increased by less than 2,000. In 
1920, the population was fixed at 
7,841. In 1951, the assessment de- 
partment fixed the town’s popu- 
Jation at 9,504. Looking through the 
intervening years, it's noted that the 
number of residents in Lindsay has 
fluctuated. The population of the 
town slipped down into the six 
thousands in 1933 when the number 
hit 6,963. It remained even lower 
than that for the next two years 
(in 1935 it hit 6,949) and in 1936 
came back to the seven thousands 
with 7,116. 

The population of the town stay- 
ed in this bracket for the next de- 
cade and in 1946 reached the eight 
thousands for the first time with 
8,069. It has shown a steady if small 
upward trend ever since then and 
in 1949 reached into the nine thou- 
sands with 9,103.

Reaboro Farmer Speaks Out 
On The Matter Of Hog Prices 


Reaboro, February 26,1952. 
Voice of the People, 
Lindsay Post. 

I would like to use “freedom of 
the press” to answer the questions 
raised in the letter of February 19 
concerning the price of hogs. I am 
not in support of the floor price of 
$26,00 either, I consider it an insult 
to farmers. 

The writer asks if the spread in 
prices between the U.S. ($18.00) and 
Canada ($26.00) is the time loss 
through butchering. A farmer must 
figure on a hog losing 1-4 of its 
welght in butchering. This then 
makes both prices about the same. 

‘The second question is what raises 
my indignation. It is the Canadian 
producer not the American who is 
going broke Americans raise hogs 
on corn and other refuse for lard. 
Canadians are expected to raise 
hogs for the same price on a balanc- 
ed diet costing $87.00 per ton to 
compete with Danish hogs on the 
British market. Farmers paying that 
price for feed begin to lose money 
at $32.00 not $26,00. 

The third question could be an- 
swered with a question, Why not let 
high quality Canadian hogs be ship- 
ped to the United States. Free 
movement across the border would 
result in a raise of Canadian pirces 
not a lowering of them. Our cattle 
move across the border freely both 
ways. There was only one shipment 
of cattle this way in 25 years. One 
can easily see which price is the 
higher from this record. There is 
nothing but a lower price prevent- 
ing Nebraska steers moving this 
way! 

T consider it a deplorable situation 
that the floor price on Canadian 
hogs, the best in the world should | 
be the same as the market price for 
American lard hogs.

He 
also has a copper coin stamped on 
one side “Trade and Agriculture, 
Lower Canada” and on the other

other copper coin is stamped “Up- 
per Canada” on one side, In neith- 
er instance is the date discernible.

THE PRICE SPREAD IN MEATS 
CRITICIZED BY PRODUCER AND CONSUMER 

The price spread in meats between the time the 
*farmer sells his livestock at the stockyards and the 
time it reaches the consumer is coming in for some 
severe criticism by the producer and the consumer. 
To what extent it is justified is not clear because of 
the fact that only someone in the business can furnish 
the necessary data upon which to judge the matter. 
Up until the present moment no one in the wholesale 
or retail meat business has seen fit to justify the 
prices asked at these levels in the light of costs. In 
view of this, and in the light of prevailing dissatisfac- 
tion, the only way the matter could be successfully 
put to a test would be for the dissatisfied parties to 
perform a marketing experiment. 

If the farmer feels the price he receives for his 
product is too much out of line with what the con- 
sumer has to pay for it, the only logical solution to 
the problem is to take a marketing short-cut... . 
The farmer offering more meat and other produce 
direct to the consumer and the consumer making all 
possible purchases direct from the farmer. By working 
out such an arrangement the farmers making the 
experiment would be able to learn at first hand the 
cost of marketing their products and the consumer 
would quickly learn whether or not the arrangement 
was to his benefit. Theoretically it would seem like an

Where there is dissatisfaction the only thing to 
do is to try and remove it by seeking a solution to 
the problem . ... . Unless talk is backed by action there 
will be no improvement wrought in any perplexing 
situation such as is under discussion.

HOPEFUL FORECAST 

The progressive legislation forecast at the opening 
of the Ontario Legislature is no more than should be 
expected from an administration that on its previous 
record was recently returned to power by the greatest 
majority in the history of the province. By their votes 
in November the people showed they had confidence 
in Premier Frost and his administration and in the 
administration’s ability and desire to continue giving 
good government. 

The program outlined in Thursday's Speech from 
the Throne should allay any fears that the govern- 
ment with its huge majority might “lay back in the 
harness” and take things easy. On the other hand it 
will strengthen the hope that the added power given 
the government will be used in every reasonable and 
just way to advance the interests of Ontario and its

FOOD PRODUCTION OFF 

Production of food in Canada has actually been 
on the decrease. For instance, in 1950 only 367,000 
hogs a month moved through Canadian abattoirs, as 
compared with 731,000 a month in 1944, In 1945 
cattle slaughterings were 152,000 a month; in 1950 
they were 107,000 a month. Butter production showed 
a similar dismal record over a seven- -year period from 
1943 to 1950, falling from 312 000,000 pounds to 262,- 
000,000 pounds. In 1947 Canada exported more than 
50,000,000 dozen eggs in the shell and another 12,000,000 
dozen in powder. Last year Canada had to import 
eggs from the United States and Holland to meet 
domestic requirements.—Moncton Transcript

Despite all that we have learned 
about arthritis and the fact that 
rheumatism and arthritis are di- | 
seases as old as man himself, phy- 
sicians are still discovering new 


causes. Formerly all cases of 
arthritis (inflammation of the, 
joints) were considered due to

The most annoying signs and 
symptoms are: pain, stiffness, swel- 
ling, tenderness and deformity; the 
treatment, therefore, is directed 
toward relief from pain, preservat- 
ion of movement in the joint, cor- | 
rection of deformities, prevention 
of disability. 

In former articles, I have stressed 
the ,point that. the symptoms in| 
rheumatism and arthritis are so | 
varied and likewise the causes, that 
in many hospitals there is an arthri- | 
tis and rheumatism clinic or de- 
partment where several “specialists” | 
--dentists, orthopedists, nutrition 
experts, and general surgeons --help 
in restoring the arthritic to, or al- 
most to, normal, 

Thanks to the miracle drus ACTH 
and Cortisone, many bedridden 
arthritics are able to walk about 
free or almost free from pain 
and disability. Orthopedic and gen- 
eral surgeons have enabled many 
arthritics to discard braces formerly 
so often needed.

Q. How can I treat hardwood 
floors that have become scarred 
with dark marks from rockers or 
furniture casters? 

‘A. Rub the marks with very fine 
steel wood, dipped in quite soapy 
water. Rinse with clear water, and 
then apply a good furniture polish. 

Q. How can I increase the quan- 
tity of soup on hand without 
weakening it by adding water? 

A. Keep a box of bouillon cubes 
on hand for this purpose. Add two 
cubes to two cups of water, to 
increase the quantity of soup with- 
out detracting from its flavor. 

Q. How can I blacken tan leather? 

A. Try rubbing the leather thor- 
oughly with the inside of a raw 
potato, Let dry and then polish. 

Q. How can I add luster to dry 
hair? 

A. Try shampooing the hair 
regularly every ten days or two 
weeks with a tar soap. 

Q. How can I remove kerosene 
spots from cloth? 

A. If kerosene has been spilled 
on cloth, scour the spot with tur- 
pentine, then with soap and warra 
water. 

Q. How can I make frosted glass 
for a window? 

A. Clean the glass with gasoline. 
Then cover with white tissue paper 
which fits exactly and apply clear 
waterproof varnish thinned 25 per 
cent with turpentine. The varnish 
soaks through the paper, sticking it 
to the glass, and thus effecting a 
frosted window. 

Q. How can I cut marshmallows 
without sticking? 

A. If the scissors are first dipped 
into cold water, they will cut marsh- 
mallows without sticking. 

Q. How can I clean pearl-handled 
knives? 

A. Rub vigorously with fine salt 
and then wipe well with a chamois 
to restore the luster.

‘Two suggestions re parking meter 
regulations in Lindsay were intro-- 
duced at a special meeting of the 
town council on Monday evening. 
‘The meeting had been called to set 
a 1952-budget. 

Deputy-reeve A. E. Hick, chair- 
man of the police committee, asked 
the members to scrutinize the Chief 
Constable's annus! report. He poin= 
ted out one chapter in particular 
dealing with the Parking Meter 
situstion in the town. The Chief, 
said Mr. Hick, recommended that 
another man be put on the metera 
With Mr, Lawler. This second man 
would be on Kent Steet during the 
business hours and would be able 
to. direct traffic besides check the 
meters. Deputy-reeve Hick noted 
that revenue per meter was down 
in Lindsay compared to other 
centres and he attributed this to 
the fact that there was too much 
woyk in the job for one man to do. 
He claimed that in some towns they 
were realizing $81 per year from 
each meter while in Lindsay the 
“take” “appeared to be about $44.

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EDITORIALS 


WHY NOT LET THE PEOPLE DECIDE ? 

There has been extensive comment made on the 
subject of whether to continue designating Canada as 
“dominion”. The leader of the Liberal Government 
seems determined to have the word “dominion” erased 
and upon someone's orders the word has already dis- 
appeared from certain conspicuous places. For example, 
after years of being accustomed to looking up govern- 
ment agencies in the telephone directory under the 
heading of “Dominion of Canada” the people have to 
look elsewhere in the listings. After considerable fuss- 
ing and fuming those who had not been enlightened 
as to the change, which has now been in effect some 
while, are tipped off that they should look under the 
“g" listings for ‘Government of Canada.” 

Apart from the fact that this change of prefix 
from “dominion” to “government” is to all appear- 
ances entirely unnecessary and serves no useful pur- 
pose, the fact that such a change was made without 
recourse to the people was entirely presumptuous. The 
people of Canada have grown attached to the original 
title conferred upon the country following confedera- 
tion. For the most part they have no fault to find 
with it and it is doubtful, if asked, if they would desire 
a change. 

At the moment the logical thing to do would seem 
to be to quit trying either to alter the title of the 
country, reverse any changes to date, and let the 
matter rest until the next federal election. At that 
time the people of Canada could decide the question 
at the polls. No individual or government should 
undertake to railroad through a change of this nature. 


VERY GENEROUS OF THE GOVERNMENT 

Canadians who have their income tax deducted 
at the source received the joyful news the other day 
that the Government of Canada was going to give 
them back $60,000,000 in cash. The government, it 
seems, overcharged them by this amount when the 
deductions were being made and now it is offering 
to refund it upon receipt of proof of claim. This is 
very generous of it but it would be interesting to know 
how it justifies the continuance of a system of income 
tax payments which necessitates all this re-accounting. 
Many people who have taxes deducted at the source 
are wondering why this system should continue in 
effect when it is obviously subject to so much inaccur- 
acy. These people would be interested too, to know 
why they should be called upon to make a settlement 
of their income tax before their financial affairs for 
the year are settled. They would no doubt also like 
to hear some explanation of why they should have 
their income tax deducted at the source while all other 
income tax payers reserve the right to pay their taxes 
at the time prescribed for settling up. 

~ Is it not a strange set of circumstances in which 
these people find themselves? They are deprived of 
the use of their full earnings during.-the year and 
forced to bow to the governmeni’s demand that they 
pay their income tax before it is legally due. The 
hundreds of thousands of dollars which are deducted 
from weekly, semi-monthly or monthly pay -envelopes 
to cover taxes which are not-yet due represents capital 
which has an earning power, the revenue from which 
rightfully belongs to the people it is deducted from. 
But do these people benefit therefrom? Are they al- 
lowed so much off their total taxes in lieu of interest 
on their money as a premium for having paid their 
income tax in advance? Such a procedure is custom- 
ary with many lower plane governments which seek 
to have taxes paid promptly and encourage the tax- 
payer to do so by offering a discount so why shouldn’t 
the same principle apply to income tax payments? 

It would be interesting to know just how many 
people feel that the government is justified in col- 
lecting taxes from them before their due date and 
without offering any compensation for the hard-earned 
cash it confiscates. (On an income tax contribution 
of $200 nominal interest of 4 per cent for the use of 
this money in advance would amount to $8 for the 
year ... the price of a new hat or some other necessity. 


IT OPERATED FOR THREE MONTHS 
WITHOUT TROUBLE 

It may come as a surprise to many Lindsay citizens 
to learn that their sewage disposal plant operated suc- 
cesfully for three months last year. It began opera- 
tions on September 7th and continued through until 
December 11th when the pumps at the Colborne St. 
pumping station went ont of order. At the same time 
as the pumps went out of order, damage occurred to 
the stirring arm of the settling basin’s mechanism 
at the main plant in Ops Township. Since that time 
the pumps have been in for repair or replacement, the 
arm on the settling basin is still damaged and the plant 
sits Idle. It is now over two months since the break- 

. down and nothing has been accomplished except to 
send the pumps away to be put in order. As near as 
can be learned from the engineering firm, it will be 
well into March before the plant is again in operation. 
And it may be later than that unless someone gets 
busy and has the stirring arm of the settling basin 
straightened and ready when the renewed pumps ar- 
rive back. This job may prove bigger than it appears 
on the surface and may necessitate further needless 
delay in getting the plant back into operation if left 
until the last minute to tackle. 

A lot of time has been wasted trying to pin down 
the responsibility for the plant’s operating failure and 
to disclaim ownership of the plant until it was placed 
in proper working order. It now seems apparent that 
the plant operated successfully for three months, it’s 
the town’s because the town bought And paid for it, 
and the thing to do now is to get it going. A 250 to 
300-thousand-dollar sewage disposal plant is much 
too costly an object to be used as a football. The time 
to have asked for guarantees was when the equipment 
vas being ordered. By the same token the time to

TAXES AND INFLATION 

A warning that the federal government must revise 
its tax-policy if it hopes to keep a check on inflation 
was issued by Rolph R. Corson, president of the Chart- 
ered Trust Company, at this week's annual meeting 
of the institution. He quoted Colin Clark, eminent 
Australian economist, to the effect that, based on 
experience in France after world war I and again in 
the 1930's, when a government begins to take more 
than twenty-five per cent of the national income in- 
flation sets in. 

Pointing out that, in Canada and in the United 
States, taxes have been taking slightly more than 25 
per cent of the national income for some years, the 
Trust Company executive said:- “The value of the 
dollar has depreciated considerably and, unless we call 
a halt, we are driving out any incentive to produce 
and are inviting suicidal inflation. We are playing 
Uncle Joe Stalin's game in the way he would like to 
have it played. We can’t have the strength to fight 
a long cold war with Russia without economic stability. 
A yardstick must be found whereby the free nations 
can trade with one another on an equitable basis with- 
out being tied up in currency knots, if we are to win 
the cold war. Of necessity one will be found.” 
"The point is well taken here. Without suggesting 
that Ottawa should let up on its defence program, the 
bare fact remains that preparations for winning a 
shooting war are futile if they involve the hazard of 
losing the cold war. Taxation is not the only available 
source of financing for our defence requirements. It 
may be very nice and gratifying to point to a declining 
national debt; but there are many who hold to the 
opinion — one that is based on sol’* grounds — that 
a better balance between borrowin~ 4 taxation would 
make for a healthier situation —The Financial Times 


JALOPIES NOT TO BLAME 
In a letter which he ha* written to the press, 
H. P. Miles of Trenton comes u’ with a poser for those 


who contend that automobiles in defective condition - 


should be ruled off the roads to reduce accidents. 

Of all the accidents on the highways in the United 
States during 1950, says Mr. Miles, 94 per cent were 
caused by cars which were “apparently in good con- 
dition.” The remaining six per cent of the cars in 
United States highway accidents were mechanically 
defective in one way or another. Conditions in Can- 
ada are similar enough to those in the United States 
so that the same percentages probably apply here. 

“If we rule the jalopies the roads because they 
cause six per cent of the a ‘dents, how shall we deal 
with the sound cars whic! cause 94 per cent?” Mr. 
Miles asks. He adds that. -ccording to the insurance 
statistics from which he draws his information, half 
of all accidents are caused by speeding. 

Mr. Miles appears to believe that the character of 
the driver, and possibly his physical condition, have 
more to do with causing accidents than the type of 
ear he is driving. We believe he is right in this 
contention.—Ontario Intelligencer

dressed men and women. These selections, made 
usually by clothing experts, never include the names 
of little known persons: it’s always those in high 
places or those who are mentioned frequently in the 
news who are chosen. Yet, as we read that a certain 
Hollywood glamor girl or the wife of a millionaire is 
the best dressed woman and that the Honorable So- 
and-So or Baron Thingmabob is tops in the wearing 
of male attire, we all know that throughout the length 
and breadth of the land there are hundreds of ordinary 
men and women who as good dressers can knock 
the spots off the experts’ choice.

RACON WRAPPERS ' 

We have been very much interested in the efforts 
f the Canadian Swine Breeders’ Association and the 
Jntario Hog Producers Association to secure a dis- 
continuance of the practice of using red-striped wrap- 
pers for the wrapping of bacon. These red-striped 
wrappers favored by the packers can be seen in the 
retail stores of Canada at all times, and the contention 
of the producers is that it gives the housewife a false 
impression of the contents of the package. 

The hog-breeders take the view that the red- 
striped wrapper gives the impression that lean and fat 
are evenly distributed throughout the contents of the 
package. Then, if the housewife finds that this is 
not the case, and that the bacon is undesirably fat, 
the producer is blamed for the product, whereas any 
blame should be laid at the door of the packers. : 

This recalls to our mind the controversy which 
has been raging for vears regarding the use of a red 
leno covering on baskets of peaches. Housewives com- 
plained that this covering gave a false bloom to the 
peaches, and made even green unripe fruit have a rich 
red color. In some cases, use of the red leno has been 
discontinued, and a transparent cellophane cover is 
used. 

Housewives generally will Support the hog breeders 
in their efforts to have the use of red-striped wrappings 
on bacon banned. They would prefer to see what 
they are buying, without having the bacon camou- 
flaged by the red stripes—Oshawa Times-Gazette

Says too Much 
Of Tax Dollar 
Goes To Ottawa 


Toronto Feb. 26 (BUP)-- The 
newly elected member of the On- 
tario legislature for London says 
too much of the tax dollar is going 
into the federal treasury --and not 


cipalities. 

Conservative John Robarts mace 
this statement when he opened the 
throne speech debate in the legis- | 
lature this afternoon, 

Robarts moved that an address 
be presented to Lieutenant Govern- | 
or Louis O. Breithaupt accepting 


which Breithaupt had read at the 
| opening ceremonies last Thursday, 
| outlined the legislative program of 
Premier Leslie Frost's government. 

Robarts took Ottawa to task for 
| its taxation policies. He says a man 
can only stand so much taxation, 
and in Canada he has to pay 
taxes at three, levels --to the fed- 
eral, provincial and municipal 
governments. 

The London member said --and | 
| we quote his words --"I say that 
| far too much of the tax dollar 
is going to the federal treasury -- | 
too little to the provinces and 
municipalities. 

He adds that Ontario accounts 
for some 40 per cent of the taxes 
collected by Ottawa. And this means 
| that out of the Federal surplus of 
600-million dollars, about 240-mil- 
lion have come from Ontario. 

Roberts points out that the prov- 
ince's budget is about 260-million 
dollars a year. And he asks —‘Just 
imagine what Ontario could do with 
even a small part of the extra 240- 
million dollars going to Ottawa.” 

Roberts says there must be a 
new deal on taxation fields. He 
Says Ottawa holds the key to the 
Problem, but unless they take a 
realistic approach -to the problem, 
soon, it is likely that “something 
approaching disaster will face our 
BAN ENE and indeed our proy- 
inces.” 

The London member reviewed ! 
some of the major achievements of 
Premier Frost’s government and 
congratulated it on such things as 
highway construction, hydro con- 
struction and the work of the Lab- 
or Department in settling recent 
major strikes, 

Discussing the throne speech, he 
Says he welcomes three points in 
particular — the proposals to ease 
the housing problems, to grant a 
pension to the disabled and to de- 
velop power on the St. Lawrence. 

John Root, the new Conservative 
member -for Wellington North, sec- 
onded Roberts’ motion, He too con- 
Bratulated the Frost government 
for its accomplishments and singled 
out rural hydro expansion for par- 
ticular mention.

In The Journal of 
Neurosurgery (nerve surgery), Dr. 
John E_ Scarff (Columbia Univer- 
sity) classes the results obtained 
by unilateral prefrontal lobotomy 
for pain ss good if the patient no 
longer voluntarily complains of pein 
or requires psin-killing drugs (nar- 
Cotics); fsir if there is some pain 
and narcotics (though less than be- 
fore) are needed; and poor if there 
is no lessening of the pain or nar- 
cotics are required. 

Good results were obtained in 
38 of 58 patients (66 per cent); fol- 
low-up averaged five months In 
two-thirds of the cases pain was due 
to cancer which could not be re- 
moved by surgery or other means, 
including cancer of the mouth, neck. 
and cervical or neck part of the 
of the spine. 

Pair results were obtained in 12 
Patients (20 per cant) and poor re- 
sults in eight (14 per cent); detailed 
studies showed no change by lobo- 
tomy from the standpoint of the 
emotional, structural or social as- 
pects. 

Of the 12 patients who had only 
fair results. five had no organic 
illness. After unilateral ldbotomy, 
each patient appeared better, ate 
and slept well and carried out full 
routines. They complained and ask- 
ed for medicine but placebos (pills 
which contain no drug but leok the 
same as the pain-killing drug) 
appeared to give relief from pain. 
The fact that 66 per cent of these 
cases obtained complete relief from 
intractable pain and 20 per cent 
obtained fair results shows that 
lobotomy {s very much worth while, 
not only from the standpoint of the 
Patient but from the family's stand- 
point also. / 


Nnexpected Death In Infants 

One of life's distressing tragedies 
is the smothering of an infant in 
its bed. The mother or the person 
in charge can never forgive herself 
for having allowed 
to occur. 

That a great many of these in- 
fants supposed to have been smoth- 
ered have really died of an unsus- 
pected ailment of the lungs. heart 
or other organ has been shown. 
Some months ago we presented 
figures to show that the majority of 
such deaths were from natural 
causes. 

This fact has not only brought 
relief of mind for many mothers 
but has caused physicians to investi- 
gate more thoroughly supposedly 
smothered infants. 

In Medica! Journal of Australia. 
in which the previous information 
on these unsuspected deaths were 
given, Drs. K. M. Bowden, and © 
L. French state. “In a former study 
of deaths in infancy, it was pointed 
out that babies alleged to have 
suffocated accidentally in bed had 
probably died from undiscovered 
natural disease. Careful postmortem 
examination showed that many of 
these Infants had acute infections

Russian Olive hes a soft grey- 
green foliage that will contrast 
pleasantly with a shelterbelt of 
dens® green. Redleaf Rose adds 
interest with its unusual leaf color 
and reddish bloom. And the flowers 
of the Rosybloom Fiowering Crab 
give you still another tint. 

McCalis admits the crabappies of 
the Rosybloom Flowering species 
aren't the best fruit he's ever tasted. 
But he says they make pretty good 
jelly. 

A word of warning comes from 
McCalla --though -- of the method 
of planting ornamental trees in 
shelterbelts. He claims much of your 
time and trouble will be wasted if 
you plant the bright-colored trees 
in singles. Plant at least four or 
five together he says. if you want 
them to look effective. 

McCalla adds young trees are 
available to farmers from many 
different sources.

Elm Disease Threatens District, 
Last Reported At Belleville

Land owners in Trent District 
are advised that a new tree disease 
has reached Ontario, to strike at 
our principle tree of roadside and | 
fence-bottum, the white elm. 

The disease is believed to have 
originated in Asfa, and spread 
across Europe in the 1920's, killing 
the elms in*great numbers. In 1930 
it was discovered in the United 
States, and in 1944 at Montreal. 
The disease arrived in shipments of 
elm veneer logs from Europe. Since 
that time the disease has spread | 
throughout the St, Lawrence valley 
and Eastern U.S.A, until in 1951 it 
was located as near as Belleville, 
Niagara Falis and Windsor. We can 
assume that in a few years the 
disese will cover all areas.of On- 
tarlo where elm grows. 

The Dutch Elm disease has been 
very destructive in North West 
Europe, killing up to 70 per cent of 
the elms, However, in North Ameri- 
ca different kinds of elm and 
conditions may preyent such great 
damage. In Connecticut where the 
disease has been active for 15 
years, aboul one quarter of the elms 
have been infested oy killed. Some 
diseased elms recover. Forest patho-

Seed Box Should Be Deep 
Eoouen to Nourish Plants 


Plant Bands in a Standard Seed Fiat, 


Tf you plan to start flower or vege- 
table seeds indoors this spring, be- 
fore it is safe to sow them in the 
garden; don’t pave the way to fail- 
ure by using inadequate equipment. 

Seeds can be sprouted on a moist 
piece of blotting paper, but they will 
not grow into plants without suM- 
cient soil, or soil substitute, to allow 
their roots to develop without crowd- 
ing. Too small a sced box may be 
little better than the blotting paper; 
it will sprout the seeds, but cannot 
provide them with nourishment for 
growth. 

A stout wooden box which holds 
at least two inches of soil is ade- 
quate. The standard “‘flat’’ used for 
the purpose {is sold knock-down, in 
sizes from 14 x 212 to 15 x 24 inches. 
These are easily put together by 
driving a few nails, and will grow 
plants lo garden size without check. 

To fill them, porous soil is re- 


quired, or a substitute. Vermiculite, 


and sphagnum moss are good sub- 
stitutes, but neither has any nour- 
ishment for the plants. Food must 
be provided as soon as the plar 


have developed true leaves, other- | 


wise the plants will die. 

Soil will nourish the plants with- 
out chemical feeding and many 
amateurs prefer {t for this recson 
If you did not bring some of your

best garden top soil into shelter last. 


fall, then dig it during the first thaw, 
and allow it to dry out gradually in 
@ garage or cellar, If thawing soil 
is heated, it will dry fast, but form 
clods which cannot be broken up. 
When dried slowly, good soil will 
crumble and can be mixed with 
Sand and humus, 

A mixture of one-third top soil, 
one-third sharp sand, and one-third 
peat moss or humus, will make a 
good soil for flats. These should be 
well mixed, and passed through a 
sieve to get all lumps out. When you 
fill the flats, put the lumps in the 
bottom, and only the finest soil on 
top. 

Light may be a limiting factor 
when a seed box is kept in a window 
of your home, A south window that 
gets the full sun, unshaded by trees 
and nejghboring buildings, will usu- 
ally be sufficient, With other ex- 
posures artificial light, which has 
been proved to serve the purpose, 
can easily be provided. Hang a 
jamp above the box, and let it burn 
fll night. A 40-watt fluorescent 
{lamp can be hung a foot above the 
'box, but a tungsten lamp should ba 
; high enough so that it does not bring 
the temperature of the box higher 
than 65 degrees at night, 


| About Birds | 


Common - Pheasant 


The sight of the magnificently 
coloured cork pheasant gives a never 
to be forgotten thrill to the bird 
lover. These birds were quite 
plentiful in adjacent farming com- 
munities not so long ago and were 
a welcome and attractive visitor in 
the barnyard, where they came re- 
gularly to feed on grain placed there 
for their benefit. 

But when brought to bag, the 
cock pheasant was a magnificent 
trophy and was large enough to 
furnish an appreciable addition to 
the table, It is believed that too 
arduous hunting of this beautiful 
bird has brought its species to near 
extinction in this locality. Therefore 
it was a highly pleasing innovation 
to hunters near Blackwater to see 
@ cock pheasant and his mate just 
recently in that locality. ; 

The male was a large, game-cock- 
like bird, strikingly and magnifi- 
cently coloured, with narrow grace- 
fully pointed tail about 15 inches 
long dull olive-ochre barred with: 
black. His back was beautifully 
variegated in a complicated pattern, 
with deep maroon, cream, edie: 
black and shades of emerald green 
with metallic sheens predominating. 
His breast was a solid, rich burnt 
sienna with violet reflections and 
scale, marked with black feather 
edges. His abdomen was black and 
rich ochre and flanks spotted with 
purple-black. His head and neck, 
except the crown was a brilliant 
stelly black with conspicuous white 
collar about the base. The face 
was largely bare red skin and the 
crown metallic, greenish ochre with 
white superciliary line, Short, steel 
black ear tufts completed the out- 
standing distinctions of this Can- 
adian wild bird which boasts such 
@ long tapering tail and a wonderful 
mixture of showy colours. 

His mate is entirely unlike the 
male being of dull earthy ochre and 
rich dark brown markings. The 
ochre is clear on the breast, the 
markings heaviest on back and 
growing smaller and finer towards 
the head. The tail is about half as 
Jong as that of the male. . 

Southern Ontario and Southern 
British Columbia seem to be the 
Places best suited to this bird’s re- 
quirements. The pheasant makes 
@ magnificent object of sport to the 
shooter; Being wild and wary and 
well able to take care of itself, it 
satisfactorily tests the skill and 
hardihood of the hunter. 

Some complaints have been made 
in the past as to its effect on cer- 
tain crops and its belligerent atti- 
tude toward Native Grouse. 

But to see these beauties of the 
feathered friends, their unique and 
striking colouration, enhanced by 
a setting of pure virgin snow, or 
perchance a background of ever- 
Sreens, is to have had the dreariness 
of a winter day transformed and 
a Story appeal made to our aesthetic 
sense. 


Golden Crowned Kinglet 

If this cheery little winter neigh- 
bour would keep quiet long enough 
one might have a glimpse of the 
golden crest that distinguishes him 
from his equally lively cousin, the 
ruby-crowned; but he is so con- 
Stantly fitting about the end of the 
twigs, peering at the bark for hid- 
den insects, twinkling his wings and 
fluttering among the evergreens 
with a great nervous restlessness, 
that you may know him well before 
you have a glimpse of his tri- 
coloured crown. 

These diminutive birds of length 
of from four to four-and-a-quarter 
inches are of grayish, olive-green 
colour. The wings and tail are 
dusky, margined with olive-green, 
Underneath is a soiled whitish, The 
cheeks are grey and the eye has 
a whitish line above. The most dis- 
tinctive colour is that of the crown, 
which, with a bright orange centre, 
is bordered by yellow and enclosed 
by a black line. The female is dis- 
tinguished by a crown with centre 
of lemon-yellow. 

When the autumn foliage is all 
aglow with yellow and flame this 
tiny sprite comes out of the north, 
where neither nesting or moulting 
could rob him of his cheerful spirlts. 
Stored up in his diminitive body, 
is warmth enough to withstand the 
zero weather. With evident enjoy- 
ment of the cold, he calls out a 
shrill, wiry “zee, zee, zee” that rings 
merrily from the spruce and pines

smaller bodies, the greater their 
activity. 

When a kinglet is seen, one may 
be sure there are others not far 
away, for, except in the nesting 
season, its habits are distinctly 
social, its friendliness extending to 
the humdrum brown creeper, the 
chickadees and the nuthatches, 
whose company it is often seen. In= 
deed, it is likely to be in almost 
an flock of winter birds. They are 
a merry band as they go exploring 
the trees together, The kinglet can 
hang upside down, too, like other 
acrobats, many of whose tricks he 
has learned; and it can pick off 
insects from a tree with as business 
-like an air as the brown creeper, 
but with none of that soulless bird’s 
plodding precision. 

In the early spring, just before 
this busy Uttle sprite leaves to nest 
farther north, for heat is one thing | 
that he can’t cheerfully endure, - 
a gushing, lyrical song bursts from 
his tiny throat -a song whose 
yolume is so out of proportion to the 
bird's size that his classification

Premier Leslie Frost says in the 
speech his government feels the 
| need for adequate houses is one of 
the greatest in the province in 
these troubled and difficult times. 
‘He says the whole problem is most 
acute, 

The government will introduce 
legislation to establish a crown cor= 
poration that will qualify as a lend- 
ing agency under the National 
Housing Act. This corporation will 
provide funds to build’ homes in 
Tural areas. 

Frost also promises that a selecd 
committee of the legislature will 
be set up to keep rent controls 
under constant study, _ 

The cantroversial question of 
education also is expected to come 
up during the forthcoming session. 

Education Minister W. J, Dunlop 
said yesterday he feels schools and — 
colleges are concentrating too much 
on What he calls the frills at the 
expenze of the three R's. 

And in the Throne Speech, the 
government says it feels the in- 
crease in grants for education over | 
the lest year must be carefully 
balanced with the real and essen- 
tial needs. The speech adds that 
“only by doing so can our RES 
standards be preserved.” 

Another matter that will be 
brought before the legislature is 
Power development on the St.

Lindsay's first arbitration board 
began its hearing of the police 
wage appeal this afternoon. The 
board is meeting in closed session 
with Judge J. A. McGibbon as 
chairman, Judge McGibbon told the 
Post at noon today that he would 
have no objection to any briefs 
presented by either the police or 
the Town being published after 
they hed been presented to him. 
His Honor also advised the press 
that he would inform it when the 
time came for the hearings to be 
open for newspaper coverage. The 
Post requested permission to sit 
in and report the hearings be¢ause 
it felt it would aid the public to 
better interpret the chairman's de- 
cisions which are of an important 
and no doubt difficult nature to 
make in a case of this kind. 

The Arbitration Board is made 
up of Judge McGibbon, Ald. Lloyd 
Burrows and Constable Percy Mark. 
The judge will cast the deciding 
vote in cases where the other two 
parties are in disagreement. | 

On the evening of January 18th 
the town council met to decide what 
salary changes would be made, if| 
any, Late in 1951, the Lindsay Po- 


lice Association had presented a 
request for a new salary schedule 
along with requests for other im- 
provements in working conditions.

ated that the constables 
da salary scale starting 
at $2,400 per year for a fourth 
class constable and reaching a peak 
$3,000 for a first class constable.

This 
would mean that Constable Percy 
Mark, getting $2,150, would now 
get $2,350; Constable Gordon Eb- 
erts, getting $2,250, would now get 
$2,450; and Constable John L. Hun- 
ter, getting $2,450 would now 
get $2,650.

The Police Association met that 
weekend and decided that this ar- 
rangement was not quite satisfac- 
tory and asked permission to arbi- 
trate.

eed to Sow 


A flower which should be started 
in a seed box under protection is the 
petunia. 
vigorous of garden flowers, with 
amazing productiveness, its seed 
are go tiny that great care is re- 
quired to bring a seedling plant 
safely through its infancy. , 

Florists have developed a method 
by which practically all seed can 
be grown into plants; and while this 
requires a greenhouse for best re- 
sults, it ean be used with much suc- 
cess in a sunny window of your 
home. The same method can be ap- 
plied to other plants, where it is im- 
portant that a maximum number of 
geeds be grown into plants, without 
loss due to thinning out crowded 
plants. 

Begin by sowing a packet of seeds 
ina flat. If only one variety is sown, 
the seed can be broadcast. If differ- 
ent varieties are sown in the same 
box, sow in drills, labeling each 
drill 

A critical time with the petunia 
fn the 20 day interval between sow- 
ing and germination of the seed. 
During this period the soil muzt not 
be allowed to dry out, nor should it 
be so wet as to encourage the 
growth of moulds and fungi. By 
sowing the seed in a layer of sphag- 
num moss, placed on top the soll, 
danger of disease will be minimized. 
Germination requires a higher tem- 
perature than does the growth of 
plants. A range between 60 and 70 
degrees is best, and no light is need- 
ec until the seeds break through the 
soil. 

As soon as this occurs, the box 
should be placed near a sunny win- 
dow, but never on top of a radiator. 

To make the plants grow sturdy, a 
night temperature of 50 to 55 de- 
grees, with 10 degrees higher dur- 
ing the day, is best. The seedling 
plants will be close together, and 
to save them all it is necessary to 
transplant them to other flats, where 
they have room to develop. 


Though one of the most|§ 


Room to Grow. 


they are very tiny, and should be 
done as soon as they have made the 
second pair of leaves, known as 
“true” leaves. Enough flats to take 
them all must be provided, filled 
with porous soil. The best way is to 
use “‘plant bands,’’ which are sub- 
stitutes for flower pots, placing a 
seediing petunia in the center of 
each band. Another way is to draw 
lines 2 inches apart at right angles 
covering the surface of each flat, 
and to set a seedling plant at each 
intersection, 

Transplanting an infant plant is a 
matter of seconds. Lift it, roots and 
all, between the finger and a pointed 
stick, place it in its new home and 
firm the soil about it. Each plant 
will now have room to develop to 
garden size without being moved 
again; but florists often transplant 
them again into pots, to make larg- 
er plants to sell. 

Remember that each time a plant 
is moved, it receives a set-back; so 
it takes longer to grow petunias 
to garden size, if they are trans- 
planted as described. So start oper- 
ations early, if you want early flow- 
ers. Florists may sow petunia seed 
soon after New Year. The amateur 
should start petunias at least two 
weeks before other flowers, which 
are to be grown in the hotbed, cold-

Premier Frost Hints 
Ontario Is Prepared 
To Lose Money To 
Provide Enough Houses 


Toronto, Feb, 22—(BUP) — The 
Ontario Government soon may 
start housing projects through 
which the private householder can 
buy his own house on a long term, 
rent like installment plan. 

Premier Leslie Frost’s hints at 
the 24th session of the Ontario 
Legislature show that the prov- 
ince may be prepared to lose mon- 
ey if necessary on the project in 
order to provide enough housing. 
Stimulation of private building for 
private ownership, Frost says, 
would be the primary object of the 
government's housing legislation 
during the session. 

Yesterday’s brief sitting was the 
first business session of the legisla- 
ture after the opening ceremonies 
Thursday. It was .levuted chiefly 
to organization matters, and Mon- 
day’s session will continue with 
this work. 

However, Premier Frost did 
Set up machinery for two moves: 
Retarded students are to be 
given help, and a five-day week 
is to be introduced for surrogate 
courts, Registry Offices and 
Divisional Courts throughout 
Ontario. 

On the education side, a minor 
bill was given first reading. By it, 
backward school children attend- 
ing remedial classes at school would 
go into a “secondary” level of edu- 
cation at special industrial schools, 
once they reach the age of 13 and 
show a certain aptitude. 

The five-day week issue for sur- 
Togate and divisional courts as well 
as registry offices would merely 
give legal sanction to a practice al- 
ready ywidespread throughout On- 
tario. 

Reforms Institutions Minis- 
ter Major John Foote, introduc- 
ed an amendment to the Par- 
ole Act which increases the 
number of members on the Par- 
ole Board from six to nine. It 
will also bring the work of the 
department under one co-ordi- 
nator. 

Two new standing committees 
Were added to those operating in 
the 23rd legislature last “year. The 
new committees will sit on prob- 
Jems of travel and publicity in one 
case, and on health questions in 
the other. Frost turned down a re- 
quest by Opposition Leader Far- 
quhar Oliver (Liberal, Grey South) 
that would have up another com- 
mittee dealing with conservation 
problems. 

Frost told Oliver that Conserva- 
tion would be dealt with by the de- 
partment conderned, by legisla-| 
tion outlined in the throne speech | 
and by select committees -where | 
necessary. A promise of leglisation | 
dealing with crown timber-land, | 
and hunting and fishing from air- 
craft shows that Frost's govern- 
ment plans gradually to imple- 
ment the Kennedy report 6n con- 
servation. 

Friday, the Premier blamed 
Federal credit restrictions for 
the drying up of private mort- 
gage capital and the decrease 
in new housing starts. 

He made a dig at the Federal 
government saying: “Get the 
down payments reduced and 
you'll get more homes. But the 
Federal government won't do 
this, 

Mr. Winters (The Federal Res- 
ources Minister) says {t's not the 
increased down payment that’s 
slowing up housing starts. Well, I 
think it’s something more than 
Just a coincidence that the drop 
in housing starts began at the same 
lime the Federal Government in- 
creased down payment  require- 
ments.” 

Frost says his plans in regard to 
housing are designed to take over 
where the Federal Government 
has been so “hesitant about act- 
ing vigorously in the matter.” The 
speech from the throne Thursday 
promised legislation setting up a! 
provincial crown lending corpora- 
ton, 

By this means, Frost hopes rural 
area building projects will be stim- 
ulated. It {s in such places, Frost 
has pointed out, that leans under 
the National Housing Act are par- 
ticularly difficult to obtain. 

Frost points out that the prov- 
ince wants to start housing projects 
for rental] purposes only, but it 
would rather have people buying 
their own homes.
